Kempkes (G-G) and Raymond Peters 
(Fan). Aaron rebounded with Sunday's 
win over Young, Calamagirand, Kemp- 
kes and Peters. With two rounds remain- 
ing, Young leads Aaron, 245-226. Both 
riders have four wins each, and in the 
past, the championship has come down 
to wins because only the best six rides 
are counted. This year, it looks as if it 
will come down to points. In order to 
successfully defend his title, Aaron 
needs to win both legs of the September 
2-3 Oregon series finale. If Young wins 
either day, he will wrap up his eighth 
National Championship. 


Defending Grand National Cross Coun- 
try Champion Scott Plessinger (KTM) 
was the overall winner of round 8-of the 
AMA Grand National Cross Country 
Series, held in Millfield, Ohio. Three- 
time champ Scott Summers (Hon) was 
second overall, while Fred Andrews 
(Yam), Duane Conner (Yam) and Tom 
Norton (Yam) rounded out the top five. 


. Fritz Kling (Yam) and Chris Taylor 
(Hon) split wins during the Sunoco Race 
Fuels Formula USA Series round at Port- 
land International Raceway in Portland, 
Oregon, on August 27. Kling topped 
Taylor by 0.003 seconds in the first leg 
with Joe Pittman (Kaw) taking third. In 
the second race, Taylor took the victory 
with Shawn Roberti (Hon) taking sec- 
ond, some four seconds behind, and 
Pittman ending up third again. Kling did 


* mot finish the second race. Michael Mar- 


tin (Suz), who finished fourth in the sec- 
ond race after not finishing the first race, 
still holds the lead in the F-USA champi- 
onship point standings with 105, just one 
point ahead of Taylor. Rich Oliver, who 
was busy winning the AMA 250cc 
Grand Prix class at Sears Point Raceway 
in Sonoma, California, is third in the 
series standings with 92 points. 


Team Suzuki Endurance's Michael Mar- 
tin and David Stanton (Suz) combined 
to win the seventh round of the WERA 
National Endurance Series, a four-hour 
race held at Portland International Race- 
way in Portland, Oregon, on August 26. 
Northwest Honda Racing's Greg Abbott 
and Gordon Miller (Hon) finished sec- 
ond with Airport Racing's Ken Melville 
and Josh Hayes (Kaw) taking third over- 
all. The event marked Team Suzuki's 
106th endurance victory and its fifth win 
of the season. 


In WERA National Challenge Series 
action at Portland, Grant Lopez won the 
Michelin Superstock race, Ken Melville 
topped the Michelin 750cc Superstock 
class and Jimmy Moore won the Miche- 
lin 600cc Superstock event and the Mid- 
dleweight GP race. Kevin Murray (Hon) 
won the Moto Liberty 125cc GP race and 
Keith Pinkstaff came away with à win 


in the Open Superbike race. 


Californian road racer Andy Milton was 
listed in critical condition with head 
injuries following his 600cc Supersport 
practice crash on the morning of August 
27 at Sears Point Raceway in Sonoma, 
California. Milton, a three-time.number- 
one-plate holder with the Willow 

Springs Motorcycle Club, crashed in 
turn 10 and was airlifted to John Muir 
Memorial Hospital in Walnut Creek, 
California. Milton was unconscious 
when he left the race track. 





Yoshimura Suzuki's Fred Merkel was 
disqualified from the 750cc Supersport 
class at Sears Point on Sunday, August 
27, one day after the former World and 
National Champion had won the race. 
AMA officials say that Merkel's Suzuki 
GSXR750 was using an illegal air filter. 
Merkel is expected to appeal the deci- 
sion.

Dee Wood (Kaw) clinched the Women's 
World Motocross Championship overall 
title at Barona Oaks Raceway in 
Ramona, California, August 26-27. The 
championship was determined from 
combined scores over the two days of 
racing, with the 250cc Pro class running 
two motos Saturday and the 125cc Pro 
motos taking place on Sunday. Corina 
Chinen (Kaw) was the overall runner-up 
in front of Kristy Shealy (Kaw). 


A last-minute flurry of legislative activi- 
ty before the Senate took its summer 
recess may have eliminated further 
funding for a national trails system, 
according to the AMA. The U.S. Senate 
previously passed a version of the 
National Highway System designation 
bill that included $15 million in funding 
for motorized and non-motorized recre- 
ation trails from coást to coast. Funding 
for the trails would come from fuel taxes 
paid by owners of off-highway vehicles, 
just as takes from fuel purchased for 
road vehicles go toward highway con- 
struction. But in the final hours before 
the Senate adjourned on August 11, a 
group of senators succeeded in passing 
an amendment to the Department of 
Transportation's appropriation bill that 
also designates a National Highway 
System. That amendment, which 
became section 365 of the appropria- 
tions measure, would circumvent the 
highway system bill previously passed 
by the Senate. If it becomes law, it 
would eliminate all of the trail funding. 
According to the AMA, it appears that 


the trail-funding measure was a victim ` 


of legislative maneuvering designed to 
block a plan to repeal the federal gov- 
ernment's mandate requiring states to 
pass helmet laws covering all motorcy- 
clists. The helmet-mandate repeal was 
also part of the National Highway Sys- 
tem bill already approved by the full 
Senate. That repeal was opposed by 
leaders of the Senate Environment and 
Public Works Committee, chaired by 
Senator John Chafee (R-Rhode Island), a 
supporter of helmet laws. The U.S. Sen- 
ate has approved legislation that could 
stall the repeal, requiring states to pass 
helmet laws. 


Former National Cross Country Cham- 
pion, National Enduro winner and Cali- 
fornia State Champion Buck Smith, 67, 
died at his home in Tujunga, California, 
on August 22. Smith passed away in his 
sleep, just a month after the passing of 
his wife, Marietta. Smith was an hon- 
orary member of the Sunland Shamrocks 
MC for almost 50 years. The Californian 


started riding motorcycles in 1950 and: 


by 1957 he was racing a 650cc Triumph 
in the Southern California desert. Smith 
was a two-time winner of the Greenhorn 
Enduro, in 1959 and 1964, and he fin- 
ished second in the Big Bear Hare and 
Hound in 1957. Smith is survived by his 
daughter, Marilou Russell, and sons, 
Gene and Oneal Smith. A memorial ser- 
vice will be held on August 31 at the 
Church of the Open Bible in Tujunga, 
California. A memorial fund has been 
established by the family. In lieu of flow-

Former World 500cc Champion Wayne 
Gardner tested Shawn Giles' Shell 
Superbike Series-winning Ducati 955 in a 
special test session held at Sydney, Aus- 
tralia's Eastern Creek Raceway. In what 
was a rather stunning return after a 
three-year absence from riding a road 
racer, Gardner was able to post a fast 


time of 1:35.7 - only 1.6 seconds off the 


Superbike lap record after only 13 laps. 
The test session was organized by Aus- 


tralian Motorcycle News and Auto . 


Action and pitted Gardner's Group A 
Coke-backed Ford Commodore against 
the Ducati Dealer Team's 955 Corsa. 
"That's the first time I’ve been on any 
sort of racing bike in three years and I 
had a ball," Gardner said. "It's also the 
first time I’ve ever ridden a Ducati 
superbike and I was happy with the way 
it ran. It still doesn't have the aggressive 
horsepower that my 500 GP Honda had, 
but it's still nice to ride. It took me a cou- 
ple of laps to get used to it again. It took 
awhile before I was dragging my knee 
through the corners. It's a bit different 
after being in the car lately. I got into it a 
bit in the second session and started to 
slide the bike a little coming out of the 
corners. l'd like to spend a couple of 
days on it as I think I'd be able to get 
down to the lap record time around 
here. I'd like to thank the DDT guys for 
letting me have a ride on the Ducati and 
hope that we may be able to do it again 
some time as I had a lot of fun." 


Hot off the MX rumor mill: After 
spending the 1995 season in Europe con- 
testing the World Championship 125cc 
MX Series, American Jimmy Button 
hopes to return to the states in 96 to race 
for the Honda of Troy team.

In a tense finale, the 26-year-old Belgian eventu- 
ally beat KTM’s Trampas Parker by 42 points, thus 
denying the American, who already has 125 and 
250cc titles to his name, the cherished Triple Crown. 
Eric Geboers is the only rider ever to have claimed 


the title in all three displacement classes. 


Smets settled matters in the first race as he fin- 
ished second after pulling over at the last corner to 
wave Dietmar Lacher through for a home-country 
win, while Parker had been forced to fight through 





the field to fifth after getting caught up in a first- 


turn collision. 


Smets finished the season with 344 points to Parker's 302. Kiwi Darryll King (Kaw) 
finished third in the championship with 261, while Peter Johansson (Hus) was fourth 
with 236 in front of Jacky Martens (Hus), second last year, who scored 194 points. 





Perhaps the hottest road racer in the his- 
tory of AMA road racing is a wanted 
man for 1996. That racer is none other 
than Miguel DuHamel. Reliable sources 
say that DuHamel and his manager Alan 
Labrosse have asked Honda for a truck- 
load of money for the 1996 season. 
Labrosse confirmed rumors at Sears 
Point Raceway on August 26 that he has 
spoken to Harley-Davidson about the 
possibility of DuHamel returning to ride 
the VR1000 again in '96.

Those are qualities you look for in a race 
team. Seriously, it's a great race team 
and if I’m lucky I can stay with the same 
race team. Honda is such a winning cor- 
poration.” 


Miguel DuHamel’s latest record-setting 
run through the AMA National Cham- 
pionship Road Race Series has moved 
him up considerably on the all-time 





AMA win lists. DuHamel's sixth 
straight AMA Superbike National win 
at Sears Point on August 28 moves him 
into a tie for seventh with Kevin 
Schwantz and Mike Baldwin with nine 
superbike victories. A win in the final 
round of the series in Chandler, Ari- 
zona, on September 24 will give 
DuHamel 10 career victories and he'll 
hold down seventh all by himself, two 
wins behind Scott Russell. DuHamel is

DuHamel's 22 wins in the 600cc Super- 
sport class have him way out in front on 
the all-time win list.

I'm an “old fart" and have read Cycle 
News since its beginning, and I like it 
very much. I wait for each issue every 
week. In order of importance I read the 
dirt track articles first, classified ads 
next, inside front and back page, then 
the road racing articles. I also like the 
technical articles. 

I have a few comments to make on 
Scott Rousseau's “In The Tapes" column 
(Issue #31). I think the Harley 883s are 
heavy, clumsy, expensive, unwieldy dirt 
trackers but generally agree with most of 
the things Scott said. I’d like to see a class 
for both Juniors and Experts be as fol- 
lows: 600cc four-valve singles, 550cc four- 
valve twins, 550cc two-stroke singles. 

The combination of both speed and 
weight kills, therefore I propose that 
instead of having a minimum weight 
limit, as the AMA does, they should 
have a maximum weight limit. The only 
way to keep things fair and to keep peo- 
ple from making light bikes out of exotic 
metals would be to have a $6000 claim- 
ing rule. The interest in this class would 
be terrific. I can think of at least 10 
motorcycles that would be competitive. 
Also, with this class a rider could ride 
one bike in all four forms of AMA dirt 


track competition.

BINGHAMTON, NY, AUG. 27 


t takes a combination of many 
things to make a champion. 
Natural talent, physical condi- 


tioning, good equipment and a little bit 
of luck all come into play. At the penul- 
timate round of the 125 and 250cc 
National Championship Series, one 
more basic ingredient became apparent 
as Steve Lamson and Jeremy McGrath 
earned their respective class wins - 
desire. 

For Lamson, it was a question of 
need as he raced to a pair of strong moto 
wins in the 125cc class. After losing the 
series point lead at the previous round, 
the Team Honda/1-800-Collect/Fox 
rider entered the penultimate event with 
a seven-point deficit to points leader 
Ryan Hughes, and only four motos to 
make it up. Lamson needed to win, and 
win convincingly if the title that he so 
longs for is to be his. The oft-used race 
cliché "he did what he had to do" was 
never more appropriate, as Lamson 
turned in two gritty performances, top- 
ping Suzuki's Damon Huffman in both 
motos. Hughes, meanwhile, could do no 
better than third in both outings, and 
"Lamy" left Broome Tioga Sports Center 
with a three-point lead. 

“I was so pissed after I got taken out 
at Washougal, you don't even know," 
said the normally easy-going Lamson. 
"Every time I thought about it, I wanted 
to strangle the guy who took me out. I 
guess I dwelled on it too long - the 
whole two weeks we were off - but

maybe that fueled my fire today. I felt 
good.” 

While McGrath’s points situation 
entering Binghamton wasn’t half as des- 
perate as his teammate Lamson’s, the 
three-time Supercross Champion proved 
that his will to win was just as strong. 
McGrath enjoyed a healthy 33-point lead 
over Yamaha’s Jeff Emig, and no one 
would have blamed him if he decided to 
play it safe and take no chances in the 
final four motos of the series. McGrath's 
first-ever 250cc National Championship 
is within his grasp, and he could afford 
to sandbag a bit. 

But anyone who's seen McGrath 
charge on a supercross track should 
know better than that. Now a proven 
outdoor contender, McGrath raced to a 
convincing first moto win in his typical 
wire-to-wire fashion. In moto two, how- 
ever, McGrath crashed while leading 
and handed the lead to Emig. Initially, it 
appeared as if the moto win was Emig's, 
as McGrath didn't need to win to secure 
the overall and could afford to settle for 
second. For Emig, there would be no 
such luck. McGrath rode like a wildman 
for a few laps before settling down and 
steadily reeling in his rival. The Red 
Rider pounced as Emig pulled a goggle 
tearoff, and with that, the race was over. 
McGrath raced off with the moto and 
overall wins and further extended his 
series point lead. With only the Steel 
City National remaining, McGrath 
enjoys a 47-point lead and needs only 
finish 18th in the first moto to clinch the 
title. If his ride at Binghamton is any 
indication, don't expect McGrath to 
cruise around in 18th at the finale. 


“Man, I wanted that one bad,” said 
McGrath. “My parents flew out, and 
they haven’t seen me win a 250cc 
National before, so I wanted to do it in 
style. When you come back from a crash 
like that and win, it means more than 
when you just run away, that’s for sure.” 

Yamaha’s John Dowd was second in 
the first moto, and third in moto two 
behind McGrath and Emig, good 
enough for second overall. Emig 
crashed early ih race one and soldiered 
on with a severely tweaked front end, 
but managed to race up to seventh. 
That, combined with his second in moto 
two, wrapped up third overall for the 
former 125cc National Champion. 

Temperatures in the low 70s and con- 
stant cloud cover may have kept the 
large crowd on hand cool, but the action 
on the natural-terrain/supercross-style 
course was hot and heavy. 


250cc NATIONAL 


McGrath led the charge off the line, 
and for all intents and purposes, the 
race was over. Dowd did his best to 
shadow the Honda rider for several 
laps, but eventually, McGrath would 
| break free and enjoy a 10-second lead at 
the finish. 
| “I was riding a little tight at the start 
| of the race, maybe for the first five laps,” 
admitted McGrath. "Then I started to 
concentrate on breathing and riding 
smooth. That was pretty much it." 

The defending event champion, 
Dowd, was impressive as he matched 
McGrath's every move for the first four 
laps. In the end, however, Dowd was 
alone and out of striking range. "I was

tight at the start, but after I relaxed I 
started to actually push Jeremy a little," 
said Dowd. "Then my arms started to 
pump up, and the shoulder that I dislo- 
cated at Washougal started to get tired. I 
didn't know what to expect at this race, 
so second is good.” 

Another Yamaha rider, Damon Brad- 
shaw, came home a close third. The 
Beast From the East gated seventh and 
took control of third by the third lap. 
Though he was unable to eat away the 
four seconds that separated him and 
Dowd, Bradshaw looked fast and fluid. 
“I was charging pretty good, but my 
stomach started to hurt pretty bad in the 
last 10 minutes," said Bradshaw. "I had 
to go to the bathroom. I guess I could 
have gone in my pants, but I sure didn't 
want to have to clean that up after the 
race. Maybe next moto I'll wear a dia- 
per.” 
Fourth went to Honda of Troy’s 
James Dobb. The Englishman gated 
fourth and ran as high as third before 
settling into his final finishing position. 
Dobb stayed within striking distance of 
Bradshaw to the very end, turning in yet 
another one of his impressive late-sea- 
son performances. 

“Honda of Troy has told me that my 
‘96 contract depends on my last few 





races," said Dobb. “I raced so much this 
year while injured, that it looked as if I 
were simply making excuses. Now that 
I'm healthy, I'm riding like I should." 

Kawasaki's Mike Kiedrowski fin- 
ished a distant fifth, with Kawasaki of 
Mexico's Phil Lawrence and Emig in 
tow. Kiedrowski started poorly and 
worked through the pack, while 
Lawrence took off in fifth and worked 
his way back. Emig, on the other hand, 
started sixth and crashed back to 34th 
on the second lap. 

“I hit a bunch of tree roots in an out- 
side line and fell," said Emig. "The front 
end was all twisted, and I pulled over to 
have my mechanic straighten it. He was 
only able to do so much, so I had to just 
get used to it that way." 

Emig rejoined the race near last, and 
slashed past his competitors as if they 
weren't there. Noleen's Kyle Lewis and 
Larry Brooks, and Honda of Troy's 
Todd DeHoop rounded out the top 10 at 
a distance. 

Emig snared the holeshot in moto 
two, but McGrath took over within the 
first few turns. Together, the dynamic 
duo began to pull away from the rest of 
the field, and it looked as if it would be 
a McGrath Emig one-two again. All that 
changed when McGrath lost his front 
end in a left-hander, allowing Emig to 
take the point. McGrath remounted 
quickly, and stayed within two seconds 











-of Emig for several laps before making 
his move later in the race. 

“When I first got up I was trying too 
hard and swapping everywhere," said 
McGrath. “But once I could.see that I 
was catching him, it was like he was 
mine. It's awesome when you can see 
that you're catching someone, it's like, 
"You're mine!" : 

McGrath's chance to retake the lead 
came when Emig pulled a goggle tear- 
off near the finish line area. "I rode 
good, but I'm not satisfied," said Emig. 
“I gave it all I had, but for some reason 
it's just not happening for me." 

Bradshaw maintained control of third 
throughout most of the race, and had 





Dowd and Kiedrowski scrapping for 
fourth only inches behind him. On the 
13th lap, semiretired Yamaha privateer 
Brian Manley crashed on the downside 
of the Suzuki Staircase, a triple-stepped 
drop-down jump, just as he was about to 
be lapped. In a lazy fashion, the flagman 
in the preceding corner waved his cau- 
tion flag half-heartedly, and Bradshaw 
jumped straight into Manley as he picked 
up his machine. Bradshaw and Manley 
were slammed into the ground, as were 
Dowd and Kiedrowski as they crested 
the drop-off. It was then that the flagman 
began to wave his flag furiously. 

Dowd was the first to remount, 
doing so in third place. Kiedrowski was 





next, but his pipe was torn from the 
cylinder and he would watch helplessly 
as Dobb and Larry Ward roosted past 
his ailing machine in the remaining laps. 
Manley was shaken but uninjured, 
while Bradshaw complained of a sore 
elbow and opted to retire. 

"The damn flag man was waving the 
flag as if the crash was three or four cor- 
ners away," said Bradshaw. "I had no 
idea until I was in the air already." 

Dowd and Kiedrowski agreed. 

"My bike got so loud after that, the 
header was smashed and yanked part- 
way out of the cylinder,” said Kiedrows- 
ki, who would eventually cross the line 
in sixth. “My ears are still ringing.”

"I'm lucky I didn't get hurt, I had no - 


where to go," said Dowd. "It was scary, 
you know? Before that, I had broken the 
string on my Roll-Offs, so I was having 
a hard time seeing as it was." 

Dobb and Ward were able to pounce 
on Kiedrowski and his loud KX on the 
final lap, and Dobb's pair of fourth- 
place finishes secured fourth overall. 
Dobb actually tied with Emig on points, 
but Emig's second in the final race broke 
the tie. 

"I was so tired, but I heard and saw 
him and gave it one last push,” said 
Dobb. "This is the third time this year 
that I was tied for third and got fourth.”

Hughes holeshot the first moto and 
looked to be on his way to a sure win, but 
as the laps wore down, so did he. Honda 


of Troy's Mike Craig was the first rider to ` 


pressure Hughes, but after he crashed on 
lap seven and was briefly pinned under 
his machine, it was up to Lamson and 
Huffman to hound the leader. Lamson 
worked past Hughes on lap 10 with a 
physical pass at the bottom of the down- 
hill, and Huffman followed suit in the 
mechanic's turn on the same lap. 

“My arms started to pump up half 
way through the moto,” said Hughes, 
who would finish third, seven seconds 
behind Huffman. “Maybe I had some 
bad lines, too. l'Il be ready for the sec- 
ond moto.” 

Lamson went on to win with seven 
seconds to spare over Huffman. 

“I rode tight for the first half of the 
race and my arms were pumping, but I 
started to loosen up near the end,” said 
Huffman. “I think it’s because we had 
two weekends off. When we race every 
weekend, pump-up isn’t a problem.”

crossed the finish line a super-impres- 
sive fourth. The New Yorker-turned-

“I was pushing it, giving all I had,” 
said Brandes, a NMA World Mini 
Grand Prix Champion.

Pichon led Huffman, Buddy 
Antunez, Lamson, Chad Pederson and 
Hughes through the first turn in the sec- 
ond go-around and led for two laps 
before Huffman raced past in the top 
portion of the course. Lamson followed 
on the next lap and set his sights on 
Huffman, while Pichon bobbled on the 
Suzuki Staircase and nearly crashed. 
Hughes worked past his French team- 
mate in the incident, and with that, third 
and fourth places were set. 

“I was getting tired,” said Pichon. “I 
twisted my ankle in the second moto at 
Washougal and I did not train since. I 
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am happy to have my first National 
holeshot, and I am happy to have a 
chance at fifth in the standings." 

Huffman proceeded to lead until the 
halfway point. Lamson took over with 
an inside line on the rough downhill 
section. 

"I was planning on passing him 
there," said Lamson. "I was biding my 
time, waiting for an opening. He was tak- 
ing the outside, so I just went inside him." 

Once in front, Lamson pulled out an 
initial lead, but Huffman soon reeled 
him back in. 

“I think I lost my pace when I was 
leading," said Huffman. "After Lamson 
got by me, I latched on to his rear fend- 
PES 

Though he was unable to make the 
pass, Huffman dogged Lamson to the 
checkered flag. "I'm happy with the 
way I rode," he said. "Lamson was on 
the gas, and I was right on him." 

Hughes was a distant third, well 
ahead of Pichon, who was in turn com- 
fortably ahead of Honda of Troy's Mike 
Brown. The fourth title contender enter- 
ing the race, Brown saw his title hopes 
dashed by a pair of crashes in the first 
moto. After hitting his chest in one of 
the spills, Brown pulled off and decided 
to wait for moto two. Fifth was all he 
could muster. 

"I know that I'm a super long shot 
for the title now," said Brown. "I guess 
they would all have to DNF both motos 
and I would have to win. I just had

DuHamel threw caution to the 

wind at Sears Point Raceway as he 
risked everything in an effort to tie a 
record set 12 years ago by one of his rac- 
ing heroes, Wayne Rainey. When all 
was said and done, the 26-year-old had 
accomplished much more than just 
matching Rainey's record for consecu- 
tive race wins at six - he'd all but earned 
himself a first-ever AMA Superbike 
National Championship. 

Of the million things running 
through DuHamel's mind during the 
race, one ended up taking precedence 
over the others: winning. The French 
Canadian was faced with many deci- 
sions along the way. The biggest one 
was whether or not to take the chances 
necessary for victory when he really 
didn't need to. With championship rival 
and teammate Mike Hale out of the race 
after 16 laps with a broken transmission, 
and with a hungry Mike Smith breath- 
ing down his neck in search of his first- 
ever AMA Superbike National win, 
DuHamel would have been excused if 
he'd settled for second. In fact, he may 
have been smarter to do just that. But 


DuHamel is truly a racer's racer and to . 


cruise would have been to lose. Instead, 
he opted for winning. 

"There's really no words for how I 
feel," DuHamel said after a day in 
which he'd won not only the Superbike 
National, but also the 600cc Supersport 


race and title. "I came in here and in 
both races I didn't have to win to clinch 
the championship, especially in Super- 
bike with Mikey (Hale) out. I could have 
taken the safe way out and let Mike 
(Smith), who was going like gang- 
busters, by me. I saw his board and 
knew that he had plus five (on third 
place). I knew if he passed me I could 
for sure get second and still get a lot of 
points for the championship. But I don't 
know, there's something in me that just 
said, "No, no, keep going, you're doing 
great.’ I'm really tired, exhausted. Sears 
Point is a really tough track, mentally. It 
took everything I’ve got to do what I did 
today.” 

Smith and the Fast By Ferracci Ducati 
had their finest outing of the season. 
Although his second-place finish only 
matched his career best from Brainerd 
earlier in the year, this was really the 
closest he’d.come to winning his first- 
ever AMA Superbike National. Smith 
led at one point, before being passed by 
DuHamel, but was able to retaliate late 
in the race only to be ultimately thwart- 
ed by lapped traffic. Still, it was perhaps 
the Georgian's best outing of his Super- 
bike career. ; 

Third place went to the fast-finishing 
Steve Crevier on the Muzzy Kawasaki. 
The Canadian seems to be picking up 
momentum as the season nears its end, 
and his third place at Sears Point 
marked the second time this year that 
he'd been on the podium. Crevier start- 
ed well, but lost touch with the leaders 
while trying to pass his teammate Pascal 
Picotte early in the race. Once past,

Crevier had a rather lonely ride to third 
place, a spot he inherited when Hale's 
Honda expired. 

Picotte's ride to fourth place was nei- 
ther lonely nor uneventful. The French 
Canadian had to battle with a lack of 
grip, too many near crashes from false 
neutrals, and a persistent Fred Merkel in 
order to earn fourth place. He didn't get 
around Merkel until the final lap, and 
he just barely beat the Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki to the finish line. 

The man who perhaps came away 
with the most after seemingly working 
with the least was Vance & Hines Yama- 
ha's Tom Kipp. The Ohioan was bat- 
tered and bruised on his right side after 
suffering through a horrific crash during 
Saturday's qualifying when he arrived 
at turn seven with no brakes (see quali- 
fying sidebar). The crash caused him to 
miss practically all of Saturday's quali- 
fying as his Yamaha YZF750 was nearly 
totaled, and come Sunday morning the 
rebuilt motorcycle refused to run prop- 
erly. To top things off, Kipp, who was 
trying to set a good pace on the warmup 
lap to make sure the bike was up to 
snuff, ran into the back of Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Thomas Stevens in the last cor- 
ner. Fortunately, neither rider was seri- 
ously injured, though Stevens didn't 
make the restart. Kipp did, but he was 
forced to start from the very back of the 
grid because his machine wasn't ready

When all was said and done, DuHamel 

had won his sixth straight AMA 
Superbike National. 





by the three-minute board. His ride 
through the pack to sixth place was 
courageous. 

Team Mirage's Dale Quarterley, 
Team Suzuki Sport's Aaron Yates, local 
hero Cal Rayborn III and Tilley's 
Harley-Davidson's Scott Zampach 
rounded out the top-10 finishers on a 
brilliantly sunny day in the Northern 
California wine country. 

But it was DuHamel who came away 
from Sears Point as the Superbike 
Champion-elect. He now leads Hale, 
who was credited with 25th place, by 27 
points, 261-234, with one race remain- 
ing. And it will take a miracle to stop 
him from earning his first-ever AMA 
Superbike National Championship. 
Merkel also put himself in position to 
move up in the standings; his third 
place is now only six points less than 
Hale's hold on second. Kipp is fourth 
with 223 points and Quarterley is fifth 
with 187 points. Smith's late-season run 
has moved him to sixth in the standings 
with 177 points. 

The McGraw Insurance Services-

Kipp/Stevens incident on the warm-up 
lap, a melee that Kipp shouldered full 
responsibility for. 

“I really had no track time in a day 
and a half,” Kipp explained.

The warmup lap was my only opportu- 
nity to get up to speed. He (Stevens) 
slowed way down and he was off to the 
left. I came barreling through there and 
there was nothing I could do. I plowed 
right into him. There must have been a 
50 mph difference in speed. I smacked 
him good. It's amazing we didn't get 





That just took the cake on a pretty 
bad weekend." 

The Vance & Hines crew was forced 
into a speedy repair job, replacing such 
items as fairing, footpegs, levers, steer- 
ing damper, and more.

with my setup. I’m coming to grips with 
the ZX7 and it shows by how we're 
doing at the end of the season. I just 
wish we'd started out better." 

On the fifth lap, Smith passed 
DuHamel to take over second and a lap 
later he did the same to Hale, with this 
pass coming on the.brakes in turn 11. 
Then Smith started to pull away - 
momentarily. DuHamel wasn't going to 
make it easy for the Georgian and he 
disposed of Hale to give chase to the red 
Ducati. 

After 10 laps the order read: Smith, 
DuHamel, Hale, Crevier, Merkel, 
Picotte, Rayborn, Quarterley, Harley- 
Davidson's Chris Carr, Yates and Kipp - 
up to 11th and moving in on the groups 
ahead of him. Carr was impressive, hav- 
ing easily his best outing in his first sea- 
son of road racing. Sadly, it would come 
to a premature end when the VR1000 
broke a cam chain, knocking Carr out of 
a solid eighth place. 

“I thought I had an exhaust leak,” a 
disappointed Carr said. "With six laps 
to go it started to slow. With two laps to 
go, it just quit. I felt really good out 
there. I felt like a road racer, like I was 
finally becoming part of the gang. I 
qualified with them, and I raced with 
them. I proved I was going to finish up 
there." 

DuHamel took over at the front by 
the end of the 10th lap and he was 
never headed again - but at times it was 
very close. On the 17th lap, DuHamel 
got word that Hale was out of the race. 
Suddenly, Smith was right with him 
again. 

"Miguel (DuHamel) pulled out a lit- 
tle bit in the middle when he saw I was 
there,” Smith said later. “I could tell he 
got on the gas and I thought, "Well, we'll 
see what you can do.’ And he went for 
it. I just kind of bided my time. He got 
into a little lapped traffic and I got to 
going smooth. I caught back up and was 
ready for the end of the race. I thought, 








‘I’m gonna win this thing.’ I really 
thought like I had him in the last corner 
down here. The Ducati was braking 
really good. I knew what it was going to 
take and it was going to be a pushing 
match. I was getting all prepared for 
that, and here come a couple of lapped 
riders and he just went right through 
them. That was pretty much the story. 
He rode a really good race.” 

By the 23rd of 25 laps, DuHamel was 
clear. Victory was his, as was, it appears, 
the championship. 

“My crew showed me ‘23 (Hale) in’ 
and then ‘23 out,” DuHamel explained 
later. “When I saw that, I started think- 
ing about a lot of things. I started get- 
ting really worried about my tires - I 
could see that I was sliding really bad. I 
was thinking, ‘Maybe Mikey (Hale) 
came in because he chunked a tire.’ 
Because he was riding pretty hard in 
the beginning. I thought, ‘Whoa, I’m 
sliding around, maybe I should take it 
easy, bring it in and not be stupid. But I 
felt like being stupid. I just tried to go 
as fast as I could, as smooth as I could. I 
was trying not to spin too much, short- 
shifting, making sure I got traction and 
not having any stupid slides. Mike 
(Smith) came right up on me, but you 
can’t sneak up on somebody with a 
Ducati. I heard him before I saw the 
board and thought, ‘Here’s Mikey 
(Smith).’ " 

“We've got to do something to get 
that thing quieter,” Smith said. 

"I had to be on my toes because I 
knew this was a golden opportunity 
and he was going to go for it," 
DuHamel added. "I was really debating 
seriously what I should do. It was really 
confusing. I wanted to go for the win, 
but I didn't want to crash or chunk a 
tire - next thing you know I could not 
only lose six wins in a row, but the 
championship. So I was really con- 
cerned, but I had faith in Dunlop and in 
my crew." 

Behind the lonely Crevier, the dice 
for fourth place heated up late in the 
race, despite Picotte's race-long woes. 

"I picked the wrong tire - big time," 
Picotte said. "From the second lap it was 
handling so bad it was unbelievable. I 
think it was too soft. It was wobbling 
like hell and I was fighting just to stay 
on the seat. Then I hit a false neutral 
three times in a row going into turn 
three - I thought I was going to die. I 
thought the chain was loose because it 
felt like it was jumping, but I guess it 
must be something in the transmission. I 


slowed down and I thought I'd have to 
stop. I didn't want to put that thing or 
myself in the wall. I started using the 
clutch and really taking my time putting 
it in gear. It came down to the last lap, 
last corner with Fred (Merkel). I beat 
him. After all that, fourth is good - I 
think." 

"Some guy on a Harley that I'd 
already lapped twice decided he wanted 
to race me," Merkel explained. “He lift- 
ed up and took me to the outside. I 
heard that damn green thing (Picotte's 
Kawasaki) and thought, ‘Oh, no.’ But 
we're okay. It'll make it interesting for 
the last race." 

Next came Kipp, completely satisfied 
considering all he'd been through. Then 
Quarterley, Yates, in his best-ever 
Superbike finish, Rayborn and Zam- 
pach's VR1000. 

“It started sliding pretty bad," Ray- 
born said after at one time leading 
Quarterley. ^I roached the tires. I just 
wanted to stay upright and finish in the 
top 10, rather than throw it down the 
road. It just got to be too hairy of a ride. 
We've had three years in a row of a jinx 
here in the National. I just wanted to 
end that." 

Hale was naturally distraught after 
the race, the championship he'd led vir- 
tually throughout the year now for all 
practical purposes gone. 

"It's part of racing," Hale said. "I 
went through turn one and it just felt 
like the chain was rolling on the sprock- 
et. I grabbed another gear... it just got 
worse and worse. It was like the clutch 
was slipping, only really rough." ev

28 
iguel DuHamel is the undisput- 
M ed King of AMA 600cc Super- 
sport racing. End of subject. 
Already the all-time win leader in 
what has been arguably the most com- 
petitive class in AMA racing, DuHamel 
and his Smokin' Joe's Honda CBR600 
went a step further at Sears Point Race- 
way. With his victory in Northern Cali- 


fornia's wine country, the French Cana- 
dian became the first rider in the 





nine-year history of the class to win 


three 600cc Supersport Championships - 
and he did so on a day in which he also 
tied Doug Polen's record of seven 600cc 
class victories in a row. 

He also did so in a race that turned 
out to be a thriller with two French 
Canadians - DuHamel and Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Pascal Picotte - turning back 
the clock to 1987 when the pair first bat- 
tled on Yamaha RZ350s in Canada. This 
time it was a matter of Picotte trying to 
give Kawasaki its first 600cc victory of 
the year, and DuHamel trying to earn 
his third championship. Although he 
didn't need to beat Picotte to claim the 
title, DuHamel isn't much for losing. He 
gave it everything he had when he 
didn't really need to, and for that he is a 
worthy champion. 

Picotte, too, gave his all, but it wasn't 
enough. In the end it came down to 
DuHamel outfoxing his countryman. 
With Picotte protecting the inside line in 
an effort to keep DuHamel behind him, 
the Honda rider simply tried something 
different - he passed him on the outside 
in turn 11. And that was it. 

Third place went to the ever-consis- 
tent Thomas Wilson on the Kinko's 
Kawasaki. At one point, Wilson led the 
race, but he would eventually give way 
to DuHamel and Picotte, fighting off a 
head cold to hold down third place at 
the checkered flag. 

Moto Liberty's Jamie Bowman 
equaled his best result of the year, fin- 
ishing fifth after another impressive out- 
ing on the Texas-based team's CBR600. 
Bowman rode mostly alone for the 
duration, easily beating Erion Racing's 
Michael Barnes, who had gotten the best 














of an early-race duel with sixth- and 
seventh-place finishers, Brian Parriott 
and Hikaru Miyagi. Barnes' teammate 
Larry Pegram finished eighth with 
Thomas Montano and Todd Hoeft fill- 
ing the top 10. 

So where was DuHamel's teammate 
Mike Hale? On the ground on the open- 
ing lap, along with Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Steve Crevier. Hale took full blame for 
the incident. While both were able to 
remount, only Crevier continued on, fin- 
ishing an eventual 18th. 

"] put it into turn 11, got in pretty 
hot, pretty deep," Hale explained later. 
"And I hit Crevier. It was my fault." It 
also further proved that if someone is 
going to get rammed, it's usually Crevi- 
er. 

The crash didn't go unnoticed by 
DuHamel, who actually thought he may 
have caused it by running wide into 
turn 11: "That right there assured me 
the championship even if I stopped," 
DuHamel said. “I thought about that 
(stopping), but that's not the way to do 
it." With Hale and Crevier momentarily 
sidelined, Wilson took charge at the 
front, leading Picotte and Bowman 
across the stripe to end the first lap. 
DuHamel, meanwhile, had gotten away 
slowly and he trailed in sixth place. 

"| got a really bad start," DuHamel 
said later. "I was just standing there. I 
didn't get off the line and I think I was 
almost 10th or seventh or something. 
Then I thought, 'Okay, maybe I'm not 
going to win this weekend. There were 
a lot of things going through my mind: 
Should I go for it or shouldn't I go for it? 
Okay, there were a couple of privateers 
up there so I couldn't let them finish in 
front of me. I started passing this guy 
and that guy.

- DuHamel (117) 
were seldom 
farther apart than 
this in the 600cc 
Supersport final. 
DuHamel won the 
race, his seventh 
straight in the 
class. He also 
earned the title 
with the victory, his 
third 600cc crown. 


a cheap way of 
making time - 
meaning it’s not 
very hazardous. I 
put a charge on to 
catch him and 
when I did catch 
him I said, ‘Okay, 
now what do we 
do?” 

DuHamel de- 
cided just to fol- 
low. He shadowed 
Picotte's every move before finally tak- 
ing the lead for the first time on the 14th 
lap. But Picotte countered a lap later. 

“I just followed him (Picotte) around 
and he was riding really well. Finally, 
when I did pass him, he followed me for 
a lap and he saw where I was strong. He 
timed it right with a lapped guy in the 
Carousel and he passed me back. After 
that I could tell his line changed. He was 
running a lot tighter going into the last 
corner and turn seven. So I started mea- 
suring it up on the outside to see if T 
could get it. I was trying for him in 
seven on the outside, but it was slippery 
on the outside over there. I just wanted 
to put a lot of pressure on him to see if 
he would make a mistake in either of 
those places." 

The mistake came, just prior to the 
white flag: "He slid a little bit coming 
out of 10 and I said, "This is it, I got to 
go for it now, " DuHamel said. "I got 
on the outside and he went to the inside 
to protect it - I outbroke him on the out- 
side and he stayed true to his line. He 
didn't let go of the brakes and try to 
stuff me or hit me, and I also left him 
some room. He played really clean out 
there so I did the same. I went a little 
wide and he almost got me back." 

He didn't. Race, championship, 
record - all to DuHamel. 

But don't blame it on a lack of effort 
from Picotte. 

“I thought I could win," Picotte said. 
^We need a thicker tube on the forks. 
We still had chatter with the front. It 
started pushing the front really bad. The 
two laps I was in front of him, I knew I 
had to protect the inside. All of a sud- 
den he was on the outside. It was really 
a good race.” 

Behind the lead duo came a lonely 
Wilson: "They just get me a bike length 
here and a bike length there," Wilson 
said. "I lapper cost me dearly in the 
esses. I've been fighting a really bad 
head cold, and it's really thrown me off. 
But I feel a little better today. The bike 
was good, not perfect, but it was good. 
We made some changes this morning 
that seemed to work." 

The race was marred by a horrific 
accident on the final lap when Gerald 
Rothman Jr. crashed after making con- 
tact with another rider only yards from 











the checkered flag. Rothman slid into a 
hay bale-protected wall, and was fortu- 
nate to escape serious injury. According 
to one of his brothers, Rothman didn't 
suffer any broken bones but was under- 
going X-rays to see if he'd suffered any 
internal damage. 

Rothman's crash was the second 
major 600cc accident of the weekend 
with Andy Milton suffering serious head 
injuries during practice on Sunday morn- 
ing. Milton was listed in critical condition 
on Sunday night and was still uncon- 
scious following his turn -10 crash. e

Oliver’s 
nearly there

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 27 

ich Oliver has virtually clinched 
R his second consecutive AMA 

250cc Grand Prix title, running 
away from an eagerly anticipated show- 
down with former champion Jimmy Fil- 
ice at Sears Point Raceway to win by 
close to 20 seconds. 

The Fresno resident, formerly of 
nearby Novato, now leads Zero Gravi- 
ty's Nick Ienatsch by 34 points, 292-258, 
so that if he finishes 30th or better at the 
season-ending race at Firebird Raceway 
the number-one plate stays on the front 
of his Team Oliver Yamaha. (There is a 
very good chance that there will be less 
than 30 riders in the final race, which 
means that all Oliver has to do is show 
up.) 

"I rode around here one speed all 
weekend and that was flat out,” Oliver 
said after his seventh win of the year. “I 
gave Chuckie (Sorensen, Oliver’s team- 
mate) $1000 to block for me,” he joked. 

He wasn’t far wrong, though. 
Sorensen stayed in front of Ross Baron 
Racing's Filice for the first five laps and, 
once Filice was into second, he was fac- 
ing close to a six-second deficit. Instead 
of cutting into it, Filice watched it grow, 
peaking at 19.365 at the end of the 19- 
lap, 37.88-mile race. Oliver averaged 
87.209 mph. 

“I tried to get by Chuck. The track 
was so rough and I wanted to get by 
safely,” Filice said. “Rich just kept 
pulling away. I’m making no excuses. 
He beat us today. We'll have to wait for 
the next one.” 

Sorensen ended up third, about 12.5 








seconds behind Filice at the finish, but it 
could have been much worse. With 
about five laps to go he lost third gear, 
forcing him to wind second gear out to 
14,000 rpm, then shift to fourth. It 
appeared he was running out of gas, 
because he was shifting the TZ250 from 
side to side. But he explained that he did 
that to get to the smaller edge of the tire 
which changes the gear ratio and makes 
upshifts easier. 

When the trouble struck, Sorensen 
had about 14 seconds on the battle for 
fourth. At the line it was.about two sec- 
onds. 

“All the sections where the gearbox 
worked I rode as hard as I could,” 
Sorensen said. 

Al Salaverria took fourth on the Moto 
Liberty Honda, the San Franciscan hold- 
ing off a final lap flurry by Zero Gravi- 
ty's Ienatsch. The pair had been insepa- 
rable for much of the race, Salaverria 
taking over fourth on the 11th of 19 laps. 
Ienatsch had two last-lap moves 
planned, but Salaverria had answers for 
both, and the order stayed. 

“I knew I could hold him off at the 
end of the race," Salaverria said. 

Ienatsch goes into the year's final 
event in second place in the champi- 
onship standings. with four points on 
Sorensen. . 

"That's great. Let's tear it up. I’m 
ready," lenatsch said of the showdown 
at Firebird Raceway. 

Cine Camera/Team Turfrey's Jason 
Paden held off fellow Northern Cali- 
fornian Bobby Keith for sixth, with San 
Jose's Geep Terranova about nine sec- 
onds back in eighth. 

Team Ross Baron's Mark Foster and 
Helimot European's Jeff Leggitt filled 
out the top 10. 

Oliver had won the faster of the two 
heat races, giving him the pole position 
for the final. That was his launching 
pad, and not only could no one match 
his pace, they couldn't come close. Lap- 
ping at about a second better than the 
field, Oliver put this one away early, the 
win never in doubt. 

Oliver said he wasn't surprised that 
he could pull away after seeing his lap- 
board showing that he was doing "rea- 








sonable times. Sometimes it's hard with 
a full fuel tank, and it was windy today. 
As the fuel load went down, I could do 
more and more with the bike. You can't 
fight it too hard here," Oliver said. 

"After I got by Chuck, I could see 
that Rich was a little bit ahead," Filice 
said. "I knew he was pretty well set. He 
was better than me all weekend." At 
that point Filice told himself, "Don't do 
anything stupid, don't get hurt, don't 
crash the bike." 

Sorensen ran interference for the boss 
for the first five laps, holding onto sec- 
ond and holding off Filice as long as he 
could. Then, once Filice was past, 
Sorensen tried his best to hang tough. 

"I saw plus-zero, plus-zero with 
Jimmy sitting back there. I wanted to 
hang with him," Sorensen said. “I hung 
back, about two seconds back." 

It had actually grown to about four 
seconds on the 14th lap, which is about 
when Sorensen says his gearbox began 
to go. From then. on it was a matter of 
holding on to the end, which he did, 
but just barely. 

The battle for fourth was quickly 
closing on him, Ienatsch all over 
Salaverria, but unable to make a pass. 

“He went up under me in turn four a 
couple of times," Ienatsch said of 
Salaverria's pass. "I picked up the pace 
and ran better later on. 

^On the last lap I was going to beat 
him, I was going to beat him into turn 
seven. I got a killer drive out of the 
carousel and got to the left of him and 
outdrove myself. I couldn't get back by 
him, he screwed up so much," Ienatsch 
said, intimating that Salaverria was on 
the wrong part of the track. 

Salaverria saw it differently. He said 
that he knew that Ienatsch’s Zero Gravi- 
ty Yamaha had acceleration on him and 
he predicted where the Sport Rider edi- 
tor would make his final charge. “I tried 
to get a better drive. I knew he was there 
and I weaved a little and moved to the 
right. I knew he couldn't come under 
me," Salaverria said. "He tried again in 
turn nine, but I knew he couldn't make 
it stick. It's wide open and it takes a lot 
of hair to pass there." 

Bobby Keith had passéd Jeff Leggitt

on the seventh lap to take over sixth and 
it wasn't until the 12th that it looked like 
he was in danger. That's when Jason 
Paden came at him, passing him on the 
14th and edging away before Keith 
reeled him back in. The difference at the 
line was a few bike lengths. 

Terranova had passed Foster on the 
14th lap, also, and that's how they fin- 
ished. €N

Merkel 
strikes back 
- maybe?

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 26 
oshimura Suzuki's Fred Merkel 
Y needed a little help to work him- 
self back into contention for the 
750cc Supersport crown. At Sears Point, 
he got just that. 

With Merkel streaking away at the 
front of the field to win his sixth straight 
race and his seventh of the season, his 
championship rival Tom Kipp was 
struggling. The points leader had 
crashed during Superbike qualifying 
just prior to the race and he was bruised 








and battered when the 750cc Supersport 
final got underway. As a result, Kipp 
and his Vance & Hines Yamaha YZF750 
could muster no better than a ninth- 
place finish. And suddenly, there's a 
points battle as the series ventures to the 
final round in Chandler, Arizona, in 
September. 

Or is there? On Sunday night, the 
AMA and Suzuki officials were in heat- 
ed discussions over whether or not 
Merkel would be disqualified from the 
race due to his GSXR750 having an “ille- 
gal" air filter. Suzuki, obviously, will file 
an appeal and the whole matter will be 
sorted out at a later date. 

If the results end up standing, Kipp 
will still lead the battle - but only by 
eight points, 278-270. And Merkel will 
need help in Chandler to try to push 
Kipp back to at least a fourth-place fin- 
ish in order to win the title. 

"Hey, if it happens, it happens," 
Merkel said following his seventh win 
of the series. "I had no idea where he 
(Tom) was in the race. We talked about 
it and I decided. to just do what we've 
been doing all year - go out and race. 
We've just been trying to win all the 
races we can and this one was no differ- 
ent. If I win in St. Louis, he's got to get 
third to win the championship." 

Merkel won easily at Sears Point, 
besting Team Suzuki Sport's Aaron 
Yates by over 18 seconds as he proved 
himself the master of both Sears Point 
and his GSXR750. Yates too was alone at 
the finish, the Georgian turning in a 
strong effort to top one of the many 
local heroes that the area has produced, 
Anthony Lupo. The San Rafael resident 
rode his Factory /Wheelsmith Racing 
Yamaha to third place after a race-long 
battle with Mark McDaniel fizzled out 
when the latter's Suzuki GSXR750 
stopped running. 

That handed fourth place to a lonely 
David Deveau on his PB Motorsports 
Suzuki. Kinko's Kawasaki's Thomas 
Wilson ended up fifth, well clear of a 
battle that went to the finish between 
Hikaru Miyagi and Brian Parriott, the 
pair of 600cc riders finishing in that 
order. Then came Canadian Owen 
Weichel (on another 600) and the strug- 
gling Kipp. Michigan's Rad Greaves 
filled the top 10 ón his Honda CBR600. 

One of the numerous local "fast 
guys" found himself on the ground 
prior to the start of the 750cc Supersport 
final. Kinko's Kawasaki's James Ran- 
dolph slid to a stop in turn two on the 
warmup lap, ending his race before it 
even got started. 

When the flag dropped it was Wilson 
leading the way up the hill towards turn 
two, with Merkel, Kipp and Yates in 


tow. By the end of the first lap, Merkel . 


was in front and pulling away. Kipp, 
meanwhile, was beginning his fade. 

“I was really sore," Kipp said. “I was 
basically shook up. I had a points cush- 
ion and I needed it. Winning the cham- 
pionship shouldn't be a problem. If I 
can't finish fourth, I shouldn't have the 
number-one plate." 
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Any question of a race winner at this 
point was moot. This race belonged to 
Merkel. The Stockton, California, resi- 
dent pulled away; leading by two sec- 
onds after two laps, 4.6 seconds after six 
laps, 7.7 seconds after 10 laps. Well, you 
get the picture. 

Once Yates moved into second on the 
second lap, he too was able to pull clear 
of those behind him to finish a comfort- 
able second. The battle for third was 
much more intense. 

On the fourth lap, McDaniel led 
Lupo, Wilson, Deveau, Weichel and 
Kipp, with a group consisting of Miyagi, 
Parriott, and Fritz Kling giving chase. 

By three-quarters distance, the race 
for third was between two men - 
McDaniel and Lupo, with Lupo doing 
the most of the leading. That changed 
on the 13th lap when McDaniel moved 
by and pulled clear in traffic - only to 
come to a stop a lap later. 

“He got away in traffic, but I was 
keeping my head down and was just 
going to see what happened," Lupo 
said. "He went wide and didn't come 
back. He had some kind of mechanical 
problem." 

Team Suzuki Sport personnel rea- 
soned that the GSXR may have suffered 
a problem (perhaps a loose wire) when 
McDaniel crashed the bike earlier in the 
day during qualifying. 

That left Lupo free and clear to 
record his best-ever AMA finish: ^I got 
eighth here last year," the 24-year-old 
said. "It just came together today. It 
feels good to finish third. I’ve been 
undefeated out here in the club races 
and I was shooting for the podium 
today. I knew it was just a matter of get- 
ting a good start." 

Deveau managed to shake off Wilson 
and the battle for sixth was ultimately 
won by Miyagi over Parriott. Then came 
Weichel and finally the bruised and bat- 
tered Kipp. €N

Higbee 
disappears

artel's Harley-Davidson's Shawn 


Higbee so thoroughly ran away 

from the sparse field of Progres- 
sive Insurance SuperTwins riders that 
you could almost bet that his bike was 
illegal. In what is usually the closest 
class in racing, the 24-year-old Higbee 
left the field at better than a second a 
lap, winning the 10-lap race by 10.402 
seconds. But it was rider talent that 
made the difference, and he was able to 
celebrate his fourth win of the year after 
sailing through the post-race teardown. 

The same could not be said for 
the second-place finisher. Spectro- 
Moroney's Racing Aaron Yates followed 
Higbee across the line, but his 883 didn't 
make it through the post-race inspec- 
tion. The Georgian was disqualified 
after the AMA found an illegal cylinder- 
head modification, according to Merrill 
Vanderslice, the AMA Director of Pro- 
fessional Racing. Yates can appeal the 
decision, though it was not immediately 
known if he would. 

Yates' disqualification moved Team 
HMC/Hansen Racing's Billy Graef up 
to second, his best finish of the year. He 
had passed Tilley's Harley-Davidson's 
Scott Zampach on the final lap. 

But, even though he finished third, 
Zampach is now in the driver's seat to 
regain the title he lost to Higbee last 
year. With only one race remaining, 
Zampach leads Higbee, 279-253. That 
means that all Zampach needs to do is 
finish 22nd or better in the final race at 
Firebird Raceway next month to clinch 
his fourth SuperTwins title. Since the 
class hasn't had more than 22 entries 
since Elkhart Lake in mid-June, and had 
only 16 today, Zampach's chances look 
pretty good. 

Higbee completed the 10-lap, 25.2-

mile race in 18 minutes, 51.043 seconds 
at an average speed of 80.209 mph. 

Four rows of four hit turn one on a 
brilliantly sunny, cloudless day, with 
Bartel's Harley-Davidson's Dave Estok 
just in front of Higbee, but not for long. 
As the field exited the carousel for the 
run up to turn seven, Higbee was in the 
lead and flying. 

By the end of the second lap, Higbee 
had better than 3.5 seconds on second- 
placed Yates, with Estok back to third in 
front of another Bartel's Harley-David- 
son of Brian Gibbs, Graef, moving up 
quickly from a slow start, and Zampach. 

A lap later and Higbee had another 
second cushion and it would continue to 
grow all the way to the checkered flag. 

“My plan was to get a good start and 
get out front and try to leave these 
guys,” Higbee said. "I had a pretty 
good qualifying time and then, this 
morning, I ran seven-tenths faster than I 
did in qualifying, so I was pretty com- 
fortable going into the race.” 

Yates looked to have second sewn up 
approaching the halfway mark; then 
Zampach moved by Graef and made a 
charge at the Georgian. With Gibbs lurk- 
ing in fifth, a quintet formed briefly. 
Then Yates and Zampach split, leaving 
Graef alone and Gibbs by himself. 

“Aaron was sliding that thing side- 
ways into turn seven and turn 11 every 
lap,” Graef said. “I was having such a 
great time watching him. I didn’t know 
if I wanted to pass him. When you see 
him completely sideways in the corner, I 
said, ‘I don't know if I want to be the 
guy in front of him that he's using as a 
reference point or a berm.” 

On the final lap Zampach made a run 
at Yates, but was rebuffed. 

“He come up on me coming up the 
straightaway going to turn seven, up the 
inside, and I said, ‘No way, man.’ I slid 
around the outside of him and I just 
cranked it up and stayed in front of him. 
I wanted to get that second place," Yates 
said, and he did, but not for long. 

Graef also came by Zampach on the 
final lap, taking a third that would 
become second. Zampach ended up 
third at the end of the day with Gibbs all 
alone in fourth. 

Mitchell's Modesto Harley-David- 
son's Matt Wait broke from a pack dis- 
puting sixth with about two laps to go. 
He would end up fifth. 

Bartel's Harley-Davidson's Ben 
Bostrom passed teammate Estok on the 
ninth lap to finish sixth, Estok seventh, 
then, in quick succession, Eric Bostrom, 
Matthew Guidera, and Mario 
DuHamel. €N

Cycle Motion 
closes the 


gap

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 26 
y teaming up two local heroes, 
[41 Cycle Motion Racing was able to 
run away with the SuperTeams 
race at Sears Point Raceway, guarantee- 
ing that the title will be decided in the 
final race of the year. 

Riding first, team stand-in Cal Ray- 
born III took the lead on the second lap, 
then pitted while leading near the 
halfway mark, handing off to Cycle 
Motion veteran Mark McDaniel. After 
all the rider swaps were complete, 
McDaniel took to the front and sped to a 
convincing win over Erion Racing's 
Larry Pegram late on a sunny afternoon 
in Northern California. 

The Cycle Motion Racing GSXR1100 
carried McDaniel to an 18.355-second 
win over Erion Racing's Honda CBR900- 
mounted Pegram. McDaniel and Ray- 
born III completed 34 laps, 86.4 miles of 
the 2.52-mile track at an average speed 
of 84.732 mph. 

“Cal gave me a cushion and made 
my job a lot easier," McDaniel said. 

In Third place, about 37 seconds 
back, was Dutchman Racing's Fritz 
Kling. Kling had taken over from lead 
rider Nick Ienatsch in third place and 
was whittling away at Pegram's cush- 
ion, closing to within about 15 bike- 
lengths with about two minutes to go in 
the one-hour event. Then the tall Michi- 
ganite lowsided in turn four, leaving 
Pegram a comfortable second. Kling's 
lead over fourth-placed Anaheim Yama- 
ha was enough that he didn't lose a 
position and he held third. 

That means that going into the final 
race, at Firebird Raceway in a month's 
time, Dutchman holds a two-point lead 
over Cycle Motion, 277-275. Still in the 
championship hunt, Erion is third with 
261. 

"Let's throw the points out the door 
and go out and win races," Cycle 
Motion's McDaniel said. 

"Dave Schlosser (the Dutchman Rac- 
ing team owner) said he's never backed 
into a championship," Kling said. 

That's. what they appeared to be 
doing almost from the start of the 60- 
minute event. Erion Racing's Mike 
Barnes led one lap, but that was it. Ray- 
born, who was trying for the third year 
to win an AMA team race here, was in 
front the next time by. Gradually, he 
edged away from Barnes, but the gap 
was never comfortable, hovering 
around the two-second range when the 
lead teams hit heavy traffic near the 
halfway mark. 

That's when Rayborn pitted to give 
way to McDaniel, who sped out of the 
pit in second place. 

"Erion Racing, they're tough," Ray- 
born said. “They were really moving 
along. Once I got by them, everything 
went smooth." 

Five laps later Barnes, with about a 
3.5-second lead, came in so Pegram 
could run to the end, and that would be 
Cycle Motion's opening. McDaniel jet- 
ted by and, on the first flying lap, with 
about 17 minutes to go, held better than 
a 14-second gap. From then on it was 











clear sailing to the team's fourth win of 
the year. 

Pegram's second was less secure. 
Kling had taken over from Ienatsch at 
the 23-minute mark, the team then in 
fourth, but certain to take over third. 
That's because Shawn Higbee was run- 
ning third on the Battley Cycles machine 
and second rider Devin Battley 
wouldn't be up to Higbee's or Kling's 
pace. 

After the Erion Racing rider change, 
Kling had better than 15 seconds to 
make up on Pegram and he was clearly 
out to catch him. 

With six minutes to go, Kling had 
closed to less than six seconds and the 
gap was down below four on the next 
lap, shrinking half a second on the next 
lap. But on the penultimate lap, Kling 
low-sided and Pegram could breathe 
easy. 
"| felt I could run pretty easy and 
Fritz wouldn't catch me because I seen 
the times that he was turning when he 
first got on the bike and they weren't 
that good, but I knew that he was going 
to go kind of good," Pegram said. "So I 
just got out there and kind of cruised 
and then I got behind four lapped guys 
on one lap and the next time I come 
around it was plus three. So then I 
thought, ‘It’s time to go.’ And I went 
down and ran times better than I'd run 
the whole race and Fritz was catching 
me just a little bit." 

“I just started picking it up a little bit. 
And I was trying harder and hardet and 
harder,” Kling said. “I went into four, 
the same place I crashed a little bit earli- 
er in the 750 race and I felt the back end 
come around and I was on the gas and I 
tried to save it,” 

Kling admitted thinking about the 
championship sliding away as he slid 
down the track, but there was minimal 
damage to the bike and he was able to 
ride the last two laps to the flag. 

The race for fourth pitted three teams 
against each other. Anaheim Yamaha, 
Action Speed Moriwaki, and Key- 
stone/ Northstar. 

The rider changes for those three 
teams weren't complete until about the 
38-minute mark, which is when the bat- 
tle to the end began. Hikaru Miyagi had 
replaced Don Canet on the Action Speed 
Moriwaki Honda CBR900 and he was 
well in front of Anaheim Yamaha's 
Brian Parriott with Anthony Lupo next 
on the Keystone/Northstar Yamaha 
FZR1000. 

On the 25th lap Parriott moved into 
fourth and on the 28th it was Lupo into 
fifth, dropping Miyagi to sixth. 

The battle went down to the last lap 
with race leader Mark McDaniel right in 
the middle of it after passing all three. 
Anaheim Yamaha's Parriott unlapped 
himself just before the finish to take 
fourth, completing 34 laps, the same 
number as McDaniel. Then McDaniel 
crossed the line, the winner, followed by 
Miyagi, moving up to fifth just in front 
of Lupo. eN

lizuka runs 
alone

oto Liberty's Masahiro lizuka 
M made a mockery of the rest of 

the 125cc Grand Prix field as he 
stormed to an easy 10-second victory in 
a race that featured 32 starters - the 
largest of the season for the first-year 
series. 


This one belonged to the Japanese 
import and his Honda RS125. lizuka led 


off the start and was never headed as he . 


increased his lead by nearly a second 
per lap to eventually win by 10.827 sec- 
onds. lizuka averaged 82.928 mph in 
winning the 10-lap, 25.2-mile race in 18 
minutes, 13.957 seconds. 

Second place went to local hero Geep 
Terranova, who was riding a Max 
McDonald-backed Honda RS125 in only 
his second AMA National of the season. 
Championship leader Rodney Fee fur- 
ther extended his lead in the points 
chase by finishing third, barely edging 
Randy Renfrow at the line for third 
place. World Sports Imports' Bobby 
Keith and Frank Brotz's Billy Graef 
rounded out the top-five finishers. 

With one round remaining in the 








series, Elf's Fee leads Renfrow, 243-225, 
virtually assuring himself of becoming 
the first-ever AMA 125cc Grand Prix 
National Champion. Graef is third in the 
standings with 199 points, just seven 
clear of lizuka. 

With eight rows of four 125s hitting 
turn one at the start of the final, it was 
lizuka taking the lead. At the comple- 
tion of the first lap he led Renfrow and 
Terranova, with a gap back to Fee, Keith 
and Graef. 

Renfrow quickly showed that not 
only was he unable to match lizuka's 
pace, but he was also going to have his 
hands full with local track expert Terra- 
nova. The two diminutive riders went at 
it for three laps, and then Renfrow lost 
two spots in a near-crash in turn seven. 

"Geep (Terranova) went around me," 
Renfrow explained. "I went up on the 
curb on the inside. I fell off and I was 
dragging alongside of it. He didn't want 
to lose the position and I didn't want to 
lose the position. I stayed up the inside 
of him but there was no room." 

That was all there was to the battle 
for second place. Terranova was able to 
pull clear, leaving Renfrow to have at it 
with Fee. Just when it seemed as though 
the elder statesman of AMA racing was 
going to finish third, Fee shot past at the 
checkered flag. 





“I had no idea Rodney was there,” a 
disgusted Renfrow said later. 

There he was, taking not only third 
place but two more points over his 
championship rival. 

"I'd forgotten him (Renfrow) and let 
him go," Fee said. "Then he relaxed on 
the last lap and I took advantage of it. I 
went around him in turn 11 and it was a 
drag race to the finish." 

Terranova didn't know what to 
expect at the start of the weekend: "I just 
came out with an open mind to have 
some fun," the San Jose resident said. 
"Then I just went after them. This felt 
really good. I'll try and go to Phoenix 
and see what happens." 

As for the run-in with Renfrow: "I 
felt his shadow and then I saw him 
recovering. Sorry, Randy. I just put my 
head down after that." 

For lizuka the victory marked his 
first since the horrific accident in the 
250cc Grand Prix at Loudon in which he 
was run over. For the first time, lizuka 
went public with the fact that the crash 
nearly cost him his life. 

“I almost died," he said during the 
post-race press conference. ^My breath- 
ing stopped for seven minutes. I was 


dizzy and had headaches for a long 
time. My body was no good, but now 
it's 100 percent. Here, every practice I 
try different suspension settings. But I 
make good suspension setting for 
race." €N

n a season full of first-time win- 
ners, five-time and defending 
AMA Grand National Champion 
Scott Parker fought back to rack 
up another win on his record-breaking 
total. The Swartz Creek, Michigan, rider 
led all 25 laps of the Hoosier Half Mile, 
notching his sixth win of the 1995 sea- 
son and stretching his points lead to 45 
over Rich King. 

"I know it can be boring when a guy 
gets out front and just stays there, but it 
looked pretty damn good from my 
seat," said Parker.

If they passed me on the 
outside, then I'd worry about it at that 
point. As long as I could stay on the bot- 
tom, he'd either have to knock me off or 
pass me on the outside - one of the 
two."

“We did the 
best we could and got beat," said the 
Ohioan. "The motorcycle ran good, 
worked good, we just got beat.

If I could have got the jump on him and 
let him follow me around to see if I 
made a mistake, it could have been dif- 
ferent.” 

Kevin Atherton considers Goshen to 
be his home track as he only lives a few 
miles north across the Michigan border.

Evans grabbed a healthy lead on lap 
three with King leading Atherton and 
Morehead, but then misfortune struck 
the Findlay Flyer. 

"Kevin kicked up a rock and it hit me 
square on the shoulder," said Morehead.

SEMIS 


Pole-sitter Georgie Price wasted no 
time putting his Bob Norfleet Harley out 
front of the first semi. Jess Roeder and 
Paul Lynch followed. Lynch had pushed 
his Eddie Adkins Harley into second by 
the end of lap one and the top-two posi- 
tions were set. 

Price was not only happy with his 


win, but also for Lynch. "I got the 
holeshot and never looked back. It's 
sure nice to see Paul make his first 
National," said Price. 

“I got on the groove in the semi and 
just followed Georgie around," said 16- 
year-old Lynch. “It really helped a lot to 
have Georgie in front of me because I've 
ridden with him since I was about 10 or 
so. It just made it that much easier. I 
wasn't getting off that groove. Anyone 
(who wanted to pass) was going to have 
to go around the outside." 

The last transfer went to Greg Sims, 
who worked his way up from next-to- 
last to push his way by Brent Arm- 
bruster in turn one of the last lap. Kevin 
Varnes also got by, but would be a posi- 
tion shy of making the main. 

The second semi was all Dave Cam- 
lin's as he rode to a big lead on his 
Wiebler's H-D Harley. 

Second place was another story, as 
Danny Koelsch, Robert Knapp, Dan But- 
ler, Geo Roeder, Ken Coolbeth and Paul 
Morgan all battled heatedly for the posi- 
tion. 

“I looked back once and saw a bunch 
of guys back there," Camlin said. "I'm 
sorry it couldn't have been a little closer 
for the fans, but I liked it." 

By the halfway point, Roeder, who 
was actually riding his first race of the 
day as mechanical problems had side- 
lined him in his qualifier and regular 
heats, took over second. The last two 
transfers from semi two were still up in 
the air on the last lap when Butler went 
high and moved from fifth to third in a 
photo finish with Danny Koelsch. 

Steve Beattie looked to run up top in 
the last semi, but was forced down to 
the groove. "I had to slow the pace 
down from the heat in order to make the 
groove work," said the Canadian 
National Champion.

Unfortunately for Tripp, just after 
receiving the crossed halfway flags, his 
Harley spit its chain. Beyer and Sumner 
took full advantage of the open track 
and closed quickly on Varnes. 

Beyer surprised Varnes and shot 
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inside going into turn one on the sec- _ 


ond-to-last lap. Varnes slipped off the 
groove and let Beyer's Suburban 
Motor's teammate, Sumner, and Recil 
Hart get by. 

Beyer was the last rider into the 
National. 


GRAND NATIONAL 


After a short break for track prepara- 
tion, the 17 qualifiers paraded to the line 
to pick their starting positions. Parker 
took the outside with the first pick. 
Everyone lined up to the inside, in 
order, until they got to Springsteen on 
row two, as he chose to start on the bot- 
tom. 

The front row was made up of Park- 
er, Atherton, Morehead, King, Evans 
and Davis. Kopp, Camlin, Beattie, Roed- 
er, Price and Springsteen were in row 
two, while Sims, Darling, Butler, Lynch 
and Beyer filled the field. 

At the flash of Steve Faraci's green 
light, Parker dropped the hammer and 
led Morehead, King, Davis and Ather- 
ton into turn one. Harley-Davidson- 
backed Parker wasted no time in mov- 
ing ahead, but Morehead was there 
trying to make a run for the lead. More- 
head just wouldn't find the way around, 
however. 

“I tried one time to do something to 
catch him and screwed up," said More- 
head. "He got away from me, then I just 
rode around. It was just monkey see, 
monkey do. I just had to keep telling 
myself, ‘Hey, settle down, dummy. 
Unless he runs off the groove, you're 
not going to get enough drive to get up 
beside him to stuff him to pass him or 
anything." 

“I thought he (Morehead) was on the 
outside, but I wasn't really sure," said 
five-time Grand National Champion 
Parker. "I really wasn't worried too bad. 
I never saw him. I looked back a couple 
of times coming off the corner, and 
every time I looked he was at least a 
bike length or two behind." 

Atherton settled into third by lap two 
and caught Morehead around lap nine, 
but the challenge was short-lived. ^I 
started making a few mistakes, and he

of the season. There for a while it was 
like, ‘What are we going to do?’ When it 
rains it pours. Skip's working his ass off. 
He's not well and it's amazing he's even 
going to the races." 

Springsteen spent most of the race 
running alone, until he caught Camlin 
late in the race. Then Kopp caught both 
of them with two laps to go. 

“I tried to go up top a couple laps, 
but then I just had to fall in line," said 
Springsteen. “I was all alone most of the 
race, but at the end I just about got Cam- 
lin. Everything went pretty good. I was 
pushing the front end and we could 
make a few changes now, but it's a little 
late. I was riding the twingle and it feels 
slow as hell riding it, but it's just as fast 
as the regular twin. It's like riding a 
750cc Rotax. That's what it sounds like." 

Kopp worked his way up to chal- 
lenge for seventh, but time ran out 
before he could mount an attack. "I 
didn't really get a bad start, but coming 
from the second row I had a lot of peo- 
ple in front of me," said the Washington 
speedster. “I felt stronger as the race 
went on. I couldn't get by Price and 
Evans right off the bat. Once I did, I got 
away from them. I wish it would have 
been a 50-lapper today. I was feeling 
good. I saw Jay (Springsteen) catching 
Camlin, and I thought maybe if I caught 





throws everything off. You screw up, 
then you have to calm yourself down 
and try to start all over again. I just 
didn't catch back up to Steve." 

King was involved early in a three- 
way battle over fourth with Davis and 
Camlin, but got away and by lap 17 had 
caught third-placed Atherton. "He 
(Atherton) was having a hard time get- 
ting off two and I was really getting off 
two good, but I just couldn't get enough 
drive," related King. "There's no groove 
straight down the straightaway - you 
would drift up, then drift down. When I 
would swing over to pass him, it would 
break traction and couldn't even get 
enough to run him into the corners. He 
didn't crack." 

Davis rode a solid fifth most of the 
race. "We did better than we did last 
year - at least we got to race this time," 
said Davis. "It (the track) was better, not 
quite as rough. Main-event time it was 
the same old boring pole-putter. There 
just wasn't no way around him (King). 
The only way I could have got him was 
to bump him out of the way." 

Camlin was well satisfied with his 
sixth place. It was his second-best finish 
ever at a half mile National. "It feels 
good, especially the way things have 
been going," a happy Camlin said. “Get- 
ting hurt and the bad luck we've had 
with things breaking, it was nice to fin- 
ish one. l'ir looking forward to the rest

SUGO, JAPAN, AUG. 27 
ucati’s Carl Fogarty made a rare 
mistake as the World Superbike 
Championship ventured to the 
Land of the Rising Sun, but the 
championship points leader was 
able to make amends for his first- 
race crash by going out and winning the 
second race - despite the best efforts of a 
throng of local talent and the very best 
of the World Superbike regulars. 

The winner in the first race was Pro- 
motor Ducati’s Troy Corser, the Aus- 
tralian getting the better of Castrol 
Honda’s Aaron Slight and Yamaha’s 
Yasutomo Nagai, with the three cross- 
ing the finish line less than half a second 
apart. But the second race belonged to 
Fogarty, with the Brit managing to hold 
off Nagai to eventually win by some five 


- seconds. The surprise of the second race 


was Kawasaki's Katsuaki Fujiwara, who 
finished third in the second race after 
finishing 17th in the first race. 

American Colin Edwards ended the 
day with a sixth-place finish in the first 
race and a 10th in race two; the Texan 
spent most of the day battling with 
young Australian Anthony Gobert on 
the Muzzy Kawasaki, with Gobert fin- 
ishing one spot ahead of Edwards in 
both races. 

Despite his first-race crash, Fogarty 
finished with a 128-point lead over 
Corser, who only ended up gaining 
eight points on his rival in the fight for 
the World Championship. 


RACE ONE 


Local hero Yasutomo Nagai did 
exactly what the 30,000 spectators 
expected from him - he led from the get- 
go, putting his factory Yamaha in front 
of Corser, Fogarty, Slight and Gobert. 
Fogarty was the charging the hardest at 
this point, clawing his way back to sec- 
ond and then to the front on the fifth 





lap. Unfortunately, for the Brit that is 
where it all went wrong. Exiting from 
the first corner after the start/finish, the 
rear end went away and Fogarty was 
thrown high in the air. 

"I don't really know what hap- 
pened," the World Champion said, 
nursing a badly bruised right ankle, 
elbow and wrist. I had a slightly differ- 
ent line than most other guys at that 
place. Perhaps I hit a bump with the 
rear suspension fully compressed." 

After Fogarty's retirement, Nagai 
and Corser seemed set to escape, even 
though local rider Takuma Aoki was 
moving forward in impressive fashion. 
The Honda rider ended up setting the 
quickest lap of the race on the sixth go- 
around, only to crash in exactly the 
same spot as Fogarty a lap later. 

The next one to close in on the lead 
duo was Slight. And the Kiwi was able 
to stay aboard his factory Honda. Even 
better - as Corser took over the lead 
after 10 laps, Slight got into the slip- 
stream of Nagai and looked ready to 
begin a tactical race, watching the lead- 
ers' every move from his third position. 

Behind this threesome, another fierce 
battle raged on with Kawasaki's Keiichi 
Kitagawa, Gobert and Edwards. Simon 
Crafar rode around in 12th place, after 
having been rammed twice by Italian 
Fabrizio Pirovano. 

Ten laps before the end, Corser lost 
his lead to Nagai exiting the chicane. 
But it was only five laps later that things 
really started to heat up in front. Slight 
took command and looked to be the log- 
ical choice as winner of the race. But it 
was not to be. On the last lap, in the chi- 
cane, Nagai tried a Kamikaze move to 
get on the inside of the Castrol Honda. 
Nagai went straight, Slight almost came 
to a standstill, and Corser took the two 
by surprise in the middle of the chicane, 
stealing the victory. 

“At the beginning of the race, I was 
sitting comfortably in second place 
behind Yasu (Nagai)," Corser said.

" After Carl's (Fogarty) crash, I knew 
that I could make up a lot of ground on 
him in the point standing if I went nice 
and easy. But then I noticed Aaron 
(Slight) getting closer. He got past me, 
and then I knew that we'd have a fierce 
battle on our hands. I stayed in third 
and was planning to have a go at the 
lead in the last chicane. But still it didn't 
quite happen the way I expected." 

Slight was understandably very dis- 
appointed about the win that got away. 

"That was really a banzai move from 
Nagai on the last lap,” he said. “I knew 
that he would have a go there, and I'd 
kept the door closed very tightly there. I 
don't know how much track you must 
cover to keep that guy behind. Earlier in 
the race, I'd lost more time when Carl 
(Fogarty) and Aoki went down just in 
front of me. Especially, the first crash 
cost me two full seconds. It was a hard 
decision for me whether to brake or to 
run him over." 

Gobert came home fifth, after a race- 
long battle with Edwards and Kitagawa, 
who ended up fourth. 








"I struggled with setup problems and 
a lack of horsepower," said Gobert. 

Edwards reported no problems 
besides the mistake of choosing his 
"old" bike instead of following Nagai's 
example of riding the newer bike. Crafar 
finished 10th. 


RACE TWO 


One of the more exciting moments of 
the second heat race happened an hour 
or so before the start of the race. At that 
point it started to rain and the promot- 
ers decided to grant the riders an extra 
15 minutes of free practice in the wet 
before giving them the green light for 
the start. As soon as the practice session 
was over, it was Fogarty and Nagai 
storming to the front. After some ques- 
tionable moves from the Japanese rider, 
Fogarty finally got ahead at the end of 
the first lap - and he wouldn't give it 
back for the rest of the way. 

The battle for the remaining two ros-

trum places was also settled early in the 
race. Nagai stayed in second, with 
young Kawasaki rider Katsuaki Fuji- 
wara settling into third. The real battle 
was for fourth position - between Slight 
and Aoki. Corser, meanwhile, was hav- 
ing a rough time on the same bike he 
had taken to victory on just a few hours 
before. 

The Australian had to settle things 
with Wataru Yoshikawa, Kitagawa, 
with Gobert, Edwards following closely. 
In the end, Aoki had lost some places 
due to his error on the last lap. 

Fogarty was a happy winner after 
having a terrible day that began with a 
bolt breaking on his bike during warm- 
up, which sprayed the track with oil and 
caused the warmup to be interrupted 
for 15 minutes, and a crash in the first 
heat. 

“At first, I didn't expect to be able to 
ride this heat," the Briton said. "But 
everything went well right from the 
start. I could use the same bike I had 
crashed a couple hours before, and it felt 
okay. The only trouble I had was with 





Nagai on the first lap; he was using all 
the tarmac - and even more. We touched 
a couple of times and when I finally got 
ahead of him, I gave him the finger and 
walked away." 

Nagai finished second and knew that 
was the best he could have hoped for. 

“Of course, I would have liked to win 
both heats, but this time Fogarty and his 
machine were better. I tried to stay in 
his slipstream in the first couple of laps, 
but that turned out to be impossible." 

Slight finished fourth after having rid 
himself of Aoki on the last lap. 

"I should have put a new clutch in 
for this race," Slight said. "It kind of 
slipped too much and the engine 
bogged; and Aoki hit me from behind. I 
was only 18th in the first corner, so I 
suppose I shouldn't be complaining too 
much." 

Corser was very disappointed with 
eighth place. 

"The engine lost power from the 
third lap onward, and it only got worse 
and worse as the race went on. Four 
laps before the end, I waved Anthony 
(Gobert) past because I knew I was 
holding him up. When Aoki got it 
wrong in the last chicane, Anthony also 
lost some ground and I finally managed 
to finish in front of him." 

The Kawasaki Muzzy rider was 
grateful for his countryman's generosi- 
ty, but had problems of his own. 

"Sure, he waved me past," Gobert 
said. “But I simply couldn't get past him 
that easily. The bike went a bit better 
than in the first heat, with a slightly soft- 
er rear suspension and slightly harder 
rear tire, but I had to do with ninth." 

Edwards finished just behind Gobert, 
in 10th position. 

“We lowered the back of the bike a 
little bit, but that didn't change much," 
the Texan explained. "It just wasn't my 
day. We need some more acceleration 
and I think we made a few wrong deci- 
sions on tires and engines. I still think 
I'll be up there at Assen and hopefully 
the guys will work hard on the bike 
over the next week." 

Simon Crafar finished 15th. 

"Even though this isn't a good result, 
it could have been worse, especially 
after the suspension problems we had 
during practice," Crafar said. "Fortu- 
nately, the Castrol Honda guys found a 
solution for me before this morning's 
warmup, and that seemed to work all 
right for me. But I still had to come back 
from along way back at the grid.” «w

Briefly... 


‘The Austrian’ Promotor team remains one of 
the main players in the World Superbike 
| Championship now that the "silly season" has 
started. As we reported a couple of weeks ago, 
Troy Corser will more than likely remain a 
member of the team owned by Alfred Inzinger. 
The businessman is still not sure what his.team 
lineup will look like: in 1996. One thing, howev- 
er, that is very likely, is that 1996 will be the 
‘team’s final season in the World Superbike 
Series. “The Superbike. campaign will be a 
major asset as to the racing experience," 
Inzinger said. "When we go to the Grand Prix, 
‘we will know how to. spend the budget in the 
most sensible way, and we will be very up-to- 
date as to telemetry and other specific areas of 
racing." This long-term policy is also one of the 
reasons that Inzinger is more and more often 
seen.in the Grand Prix paddocks. One other 
reason for his sudden interest. in two-stroke 
racing is ‘the fact that he is looking for several 
candidates for a.place on his team for 1996, 
-next.to Corser. "There.is one rider we would 
like to get hold of very much,”. Inzinger said, 
“And that is.Scott Russell. We have talked to 
him a couple of times in recent months, and he 
considers this possibility very seriously. Lucky 
Strike Suzuki have already made him an offer 
(which he has since signed...Editor), but he 
was not.very happy with that.

HELSINKI, FINLAND, AUG. 19-20 
ordi Tarres has done it again. The 
J super Spaniard from Rellinars, 
near Barcelona, clinched his sev- 
enth World Trials Championship virtu- 
ally without breaking a sweat, finishing 
a controversial second place at the last 
of this year's 10-round series which took 
place in Helsinki, Finland. 
And the first thing Tarres said after 
celebrating his win was, "Next year I 


will be back for number eight. I won 
four World Championships on Beta and 
when I moved to Gas Gas many people 
said that I was finished. One more win 
will make it four for Gas Gas also." 

Just what Tarres' rivals wanted to 
hear. 

But the Tarres/Gas Gas victory cele- 
brations were spoiled somewhat by 
rival Spanish pairing Mark Colomer and 
Montesa who, after Tarres was initially 
posted as the trial winner, made a suc- 
cessful protest, got a five removed from

Colomer's total, and claimed the final 
victory of the year. 

The five had been given in the seventh 
section when Colomer broke a section 
marker tape with his foot while balancing. 
Tarres, disgruntled at having been robbed 
of what would have been his 59th World 
Round win, banged in a counter-protest 
about an incident in the very same sec- 
tion. Tarres had been given a five for dis- 
lodging a marker and was ordered out of 
the section by the observer. As he had not 
completed the section, there were no real

grounds for a protest. What Tarres - right- 
ly - wanted to know was, why had he 
been ordered out of the section while 
Colomer had been allowed to complete it? 

And while Tarres' protest was 
thrown out and Joan Pons and Doug 
Lampkin never got officially into the 
action, it was an unfortunate, farcical 
end to what has been a truly exciting 
World Championship season. 

And the final round in Finland was 
as good as any, with the winner likely to 
be one of five riders as they jostled for 





supremacy throughout the weekend. 
Tarres and Colomer were joined by their 
countryman Pons, Brit Lampkin and 
home rider Tommi Ahvala, who was 
determined to end the season on a high 
note in front of thousands of fans in his 
home city. 

The trial actually took place right in 
the center of Finland's capital, Helsinki, 
and was based on the Olympic Stadium 
which staged the Games back in 1952. 
Like the rest of Europe, Helsinki has 
enjoyed a long, hot summer and the 
event took place in glorious sunshine 
with dry, dusty sections giving the trial 
a very Spanish feel. 

Three laps of 14 sections (one loop 
Saturday - two on Sunday, as normal) 
saw 12 natural sections set in the rock 
outcroppings in Helsinki Center and 
two indoor-style rock-and-log sections 
in the paddock that were totally unnec- 
essary, given the natural rock available. 
Most riders were happy with the sec- 
tions in general, though, as they proved 
a good test with plenty of technical parts 
and lots of big steps to rip at. 

The opening section, set right on a 
dual-carriageway, wasn't difficult by 
modern standards, but Colomer showed 
how tense he was first thing on Satur- 
day, taking a very shaky three. Ahvala, 
Pons and Lampkin also looked nervous 
with early singles, but Tarres cruised 
through for his clean. 

Tarres and Lampkin then both collect- 
ed maximums on the steep, second-sec- 
tion climb where Colomer and Pons 
escaped with dabs as Ahvala, Amos Bil- 
bao and Steve Colley showed their class 


with excellent cleans, packed with tech- 


nique.

The first of the "indoor" sections was 
the sixth, as riders returned to the parc 
ferme on a figure-eight loop. Amazingly 
it was the indoor specialists who came 
unstuck in the main. Colomer collected 
his only five of the loop here, Pons also 
took a maximum. Tarres needed two, 
but Lampkin and Colley both breezed it 
as did Italian Diego Bosis and fun-lov- 
ing Spaniard Bilbao. Also cleaning was 
Japanese rider Tomoyuki Ogawa, and 
although his first circuit wasn't brilliant, 
he was to make a superb comeback. 

Colomer, though, soon put his set- 
back behind him and in fact dropped 
only another four marks over the rest of 
Saturday's loop to finish on top with 
only 13 marks to his name. 

Ahvala was next and he had actually 
dropped 11 of his 14-mark total by the 
sixth section. His crew then sorted out 
the off-tune Fantic and the Finn soon 
strung some excellent rides together. 

Lampkin, Bilbao and Pons followed, 
tied together on 15 and each cursing 
himself for an unnecessary five. "I 
should be leading but for stupid fives. 
Why do I keep doing it?" said Lampkin 
for all of them. 

And where was Tarres? Back in sixth 
place on 20 marks, and it was tempting 
to think that maybe a big upset was in 
the cards. After all, if Colomer won the 
trial and Tarres finished eighth, the title 
was Colomer's. In reality, it was never 
going to happen as he was still only 
seven marks off the lead. Still, it kept the 
paddock buzzing in the evening with 
talk of team tactics entering into the 
equations. Would Gas Gas pilots be 
asked to drop behind Tarres? 

The man himself was totally uncon- 
cerned, and as dusk fell Tarres was to be 
found chatting to the Japanese riders 
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Kuroyama and 
Ogawa on the 
sixth section. 

"It's okay,” said Tarres. “Today I had 
some bad luck, I had some fives that 
normally wouldn't happen. It won't 
happen tomorrow." 

And the champ was as good as his 
word. On Sunday morning he was flow- 
ing like no one else in the world can, 
and his opening loop saw 12 cleans, a 
dab on the fifth sub and two on the final 
hazard and he was right back with a 
vengeance. Colomer was still fighting 
and only a five on the fifth hazard 
stopped him from equalling the Tarres 
score. 

Lampkin was also cooking, and he 
was furious at a severe observing deci- 
sion on the penultimate section that saw 
him fived while he was actually leading 
the trial and bursting with confidence. 

Into the final loop it was obvious that 
Tarres had the title in the bag. The only 
thing to play for was the final win and 
he and Colomer were both determined 
to claim it. Pons, Lampkin and Ahvala 
were proving impossible to shake off, 
though. : 

It was predicted that someone would 
manage a clean final lap, yet surprising- 
ly, only Pons managed to better his pre- 
vious lap score as the poker-faced Gas 
Gas pilot eased into third with a very 
solid performance. 

There were no surprise performances 
in Finland and the results show virtual- 
ly everyone in their “normal” placing. 

Everyone was happy for Japanese 
rider Tomouki Ogawa, who not only 
bagged his first-ever World points, he 
beat both rising-star Kenichi Kuroyama 
and sadly off-form Takumi Narita. 
Ogawa has tried hard all season without 
success, having finished 16th and just 
outside the points more times than he 
cares to remember. On Sunday, his two 
laps on 19 marks were both stylish and 
confident. 

Kuroyama looked tired in Finland 
and never showed the kind of form we 
have come to expect. The sections 
looked like they would suit his bicycle

he was lucky to survive a nasty crash off 
a six-foot step on the seventh section, 
being fortunate to be able to continue 
after his Techno jumped down on top of 
him 


Also failing to show anything like 
form was young Spanish hopeful Marcel 
Justribo in 12th. In general, the new gen- 
eration of Spaniards - Justribo, Gabriel 
Reyes and Jose Benitez - showed little 
interest in the trial and quite frankly 
they got what their efforts deserved. 

Tarres continues to set the example 
that few others can hope to match. One 
hundred percent commitment - 100 per- 
cent of the time is the rule Jordi lives by 
- and he has seven World Champi-

ith the 1995 World Championship season now 

complete - and Jordi Tarres confirmed as the 

World Champion for the seventh time - we asked 
the Top 10 finishers in the series to give us their own, 
personal opinion of the year. The best rounds, the worst, 
the highs and the lows from Tarres to Kenichi Kuroya- 
ma. 


1st - Jordi Tarres: “This year we had better trials than 
those of the last few years. The sections were much bet- 
ter - not the organization. The organization should be 
better than it is at many rounds. France was the best trial, 
looking at all aspects. 

“Luxembourg was good, although the sections are 
nothing spectacular, while England made the most of 
what they had. The sections were too much the same 
type of terrain, but Steve Saunders deserves respect for 
what he made of them. 

"| was not happy with my riding in Ireland. I should 
have won on the slippery rocks but made too many mis- 
takes. Poland was a fiasco. The worst part of my year 

_ was after Poland and waiting for Italy. But I won in Italy, 
so it was all right. The Spanish round wasn't as good as 
it could have been, but the sections turned out okay in 
the end. And the only trial where the bike wasn’t right 
was Andorra, where we didn’t have any power.

2nd - Marc Colomer: “This year I have been on a new 
bike and with a new team, so I think second place is 
good. I have been riding well, and we have kept up with 
Jordi most of the year. Only Andorra spoiled it for us, 
and I don't know why. Maybe there was too much pres- 
sure. I don't know. 

"The trials I liked were Luxembourg, Britain and Ire- 


.. land. Italy was too easy while Poland was no good. Bel- 


gium too is not good - it needs a new place to run.

3rd - Tommi Ahvala: "My year started out well with 
the win in Luxembourg, but not too much has gone right 
since then. The trouble started in Ireland when it was 
cold and wet and I rode terrible. Belgium showed that 
the bike needed more power, and we have been looking 
for improvements to the engine since then. I have been 
happy with my riding, and practiced hard for Finland. 

4th - Doug Lampkin: "I was really looking for a top- 
three finish this year, but after the mess I made of Haw- 
stone Park in front of my home fans, finishing fourth 
must be okay. Most of the trials have been good. They 
are all there to ride, anyway. All I am disappointed at 
this year is not winning a round. I was close in Ireland, 
Andorra and Poland being one, two and three marks 
from winning - you can't get much closer, can you?" 

5th - Joan Pons: The poker-faced Spaniard was fairly 
cutting in his summation of the series: "France, Andorra 
and Italy were good trials - the rest were shit,” was his 
brief but totally to the point comment. 

6th - Donato Miglio: Always a gentleman, Donato 
has enjoyed his year on the circuit. " I am happy to finish 
sixth, as people think I am too old now and ready to 
retire. Maybe I will do another year. I still enjoy riding, 
but if I have a bad ride it starts me thinking, should I 


. give up? I will only continue if I know I can ride well - I

am not interested in just making up the numbers. And I 
would like to help a young Italian rider make it in World 
Championships." à 

7th - Bruno Camozzi: “I have had a good year riding 
a private Beta. My team is small - just me. I think the 
year has been okay. Poland was not good, but Italy was 
the best for me. I will be back next year, maybe with 
Beta, which I like, or maybe on Gas Gas as they would 
like me to ride for them in France." 

8th - Steve Colley: “1995 was a new team and a new 
challenge. I was well-motivated after some good results 
in the indoors, and was looking for top five. I’ve been 
happy with my riding, but the results just haven't hap- 
pened.

Briefly... 


. News broke in England that the Spanish 
Gas Gas factory is definitely in the mar- 
ket for British ace Doug Lampkin. It was 
thought that Lampkin would stay with 
Beta next year - especially as cousin 
John is the British Beta importer - but the 
Gas Gas deal could be something spe- 
cial. What Gas Gas is looking for is the 
successor to Jordi Tarres when he 
retires. A deal with Gas Gas would prob- 
ably involve a move to.

French ace Bruno Camozzi rode a bor- 
rowed Beta in Finland as he successfully 
stayed ahead of Steve Colley in the 
championship.

Also happy with Beta is Amos Bilbao 
who made a welcome return to form this 
year. And Japanese riders Takumi Nari- 
ta, Kenichi Kuroyama and Tomoyuki 
Ogawa look set to stay with Beta with big 
backing from Japanese importers, Rays. 


Steve Colley is uncertain as to his future 
due to the Lampkin/Gas Gas specula- 
tion. He had talked with Fantic boss 
Mario Agrati in Finland, but is known to 
want to stick with Gas Gas as he has a 
good deal in England from importer John 
Shirt. 


Italy's top star for many years, Diego 
Boris, is facing retirement next year. "If 
my wife agrees to travel with me with our 
new baby, maybe | will continue," he 
said.

The. Spanish Montesa factory is set to 
launch a brand-new trials bike which will 
be ridden by factory number-one Marc 
Colomer and another rider, yet to be 
nominated, next year. The prototypes will 
be continually updated throughout next 
year with a production model following in 
1997. The surprise is that there will be 
no production version of the special 
machines ridden by Colomer and Gabriel 
Reyes this year. The 1996 Montesas will 
remain virtually the same as this year, 
according to Cirera.

ealistically, Yamaha has not 
2 known for producing fire- 

breathing 125s in recent years. 
Honda has traditionally dominated in 
the engine department, followed closely 
by Suzuki, then Kawasaki. So just where 
has the YZ125's forte been lately? Most- 
ly in the handling department. Low and 
long, the YZ125 is traditionally one of 
the most stable bikes in the class. 

Last year, the '95 YZ125 won the 
Cycle News 125cc Shootout. Highlighted 
by a great-handling chassis, the Yamaha 
tiddler was actually pretty fast. Though 
by no means a powerhouse, the YZ's 
engine had a respectable hit that started 
down low and pulled through the mid- 
dle of the powerband before signing off 
on top. We liked the '95 YZ125, but still, 
we ended up turning it into a 160cc fire- 
breathing cheater bike when we tired of 
it in stock condition. 

No such fate lies in the future of our 
'96 YZ125 test bike. 

We'll cut to the chase right from the 
start: the newest YZ125 is one of the best 
- stock or modified - 125cc motocrossers 
that we have ridden to date. 

WHY? 

Yamaha basically started from 
scratch when it came time to design the 
new YZ125. Enginewise, several refine- 
ments were made to the existing motor, 
all of which produce a stronger, longer- 
pulling powerband. 

For low- and mid-range gains, Yama- 
ha engineers reworked the YPVS power 
valve mechanism. The revised power 
valves are wider and have a flat edge 
that seals the exhaust port more effi- 
ciently. The crank balance was rework- 











ed and reduc- 
ed, the primary 
compression 
ratio was in- 
creased, and a 
thinner set of 
carbon-fiber reed 
valves were 
installed. 

To improve 
top-end perfor- 
mance, the cylin- 
der's exhaust-port 
shape was chang- 
ed and the ignition 
timing was altered. 
Secondary com- 
pression (with the 
power valves open) 
was reduced, and 
the seal between the 
exhaust pipe and 
cylinder was improv- 
ed. In addition, the 
airbox boot has a 
new, straighter shape 
that is claimed to improve throttle 
response. In order to better put the 
power to the ground, the transmission 
boasts a new shift fork that is designed 
to improve shifting under power. 

The YZ125's chassis has undergone 
several important changes - all with 
greater rigidity in mind. The backbone 
was actually reduced in size, but the 
cross brace is considerably larger. Sever- 
al key portions of the frame were beefed 
up, including the areas near the steerer 
tube and the swingarm pivot. Gone is 
the gaping hole behind the steerer tube 
that could be found on previous YZs. An 
all-new swingarm is considerably stiffer 
than its predecessor, and - like the frame, 
is lighter than the previous version. The 
shock linkage is now mounted through 
the swingarm, rather than underneath it. 





Perhaps the biggest news of all are 
the new Kayaba 46mm inverted forks. 
Compared to last year's 43mm units, 
the larger legs are considerably beefier 
and offer greater rigidity. Inside the 
massive legs is a larger internal car- 
tidge, up 3mm to 28mm. The larger car- 
tridge and fork legs allow for a wider 
range of compression and rebound- 
damping control. The front axle is now 
held to the forks with a double-pinch 
design. The single-side pinch and 
thread-in design of the past has been 
cast aside because of it's inherent flex, 
and the new system is claimed to be 
much more rigid. 

The Kayaba rear shock has been 
revalved to compensate for the new 
linkage system. Thanks to the through- 
swingarm mounting, the "96 linkage

scheme similar to that of the '95 team bikes. Like the 
plastic, the rest of the bike is all new as well. 


doesn't hang below the swingarm as far 
as the old-style links did. 

The new Yamaha brakes have also 
undergone several changes. The rear 
brake enjoys a new pedal, one that's not 
as curvy and flexy as the previous piece. 
The new lever incorporates new lever- 
age ratios. Up front, an all-new master 
cylinder graces the handlebar. The mas- 
ter cylinder has a fully adjustable link- 
age system that allows the lever position 
to be adjusted in or out. The front brake 
hydraulic line has been rerouted to pro- 
vide better feel and increased strength. 

And let's not forget about the new 
bodywork. The blue and white plastics 
are almost completely new - the only 
parts that remain the same are the front 
number plate and front fender. The 
new, blue fuel tank and radiator 





shrouds are much slimmer and sit lower 


than the old, white parts. An all-new 
seat, rear fender and side panels com- 
plete the machine, and the design is 
much smoother and flush. The side pan- 
els now serve as the outside walls of the 
airbox. 


THE RIDE 


Once the handlebars are adjusted to 
your personal preference, the YZ125 
Should fit you like a glove. Our testers 
range from 5'10" to 6'1", and all were 
equally comfortable on the bike. 

The new YZ125 engine is eye-open- 
ing, and right from the moment we fired 
the bike up it was apparent that more 
power lurked inside the familiar-look- 
ing motor. The bike revs quicker than 
last year's - and throttle response is 
indeed much quicker. While one tester 
felt that the bike didn't have as much 
low end as last year's, the general con- 
census was that the new YZ motor pro- 
duces a greater spread of power though- 
out the powerband. Power starts down 
as low as possible for a 125, and pulls 
steadily (controllably) through the entire 
range. No, it's not as fast as a Honda 
CR125, but the new YZ powerplant pro- 
duces considerably more power than it's 
older brother. Right about in the middle 
of the two, if you would. Because the YZ 
pulls steadily from the bottom on up, 
there are no sudden hits in the power- 
band that make it hard to maintain trac- 
tion. The bike works extremely well in 
dry, hard-packed conditions, and we 
initially expected the motor to feel slug- 
gish on a wet, tacky track. At Carlsbad 
Raceway, the bike worked equally well 
in the tacky first-moto conditions as it 
did in the burned-out, dry second moto. 
Falling off the pipe is easily remedied by 
a stab at the clutch lever, and our begin- 
ner testers enjoyed the motor as much as 
the more experienced riders on staff. 
Stock gearing is acceptable for outdoor 
and stadium tracks alike. 

Clutch feel and action is superb, and 
one finger is all that's needed to disen- 
gage the clutch. Even under heavy 
abuse, the clutch retains its feel and 
refuses to overheat. 

After our initial infatuation with the 
much-improved YZ125 engine passed, 
we began to notice how much better the 
bike handled. The long feel that has 
been a trademark of past YZs is gone 
completely, and in its place is a nimble- 
feeling, quick-handling, setup. Testers 
could actually tell that the new bike was 
more rigid, and each and every rider 
who threw a leg over the bike came 
away impressed with the positive feel 
that the new bike yields. Past YZs have 
felt as if they had a hinge in the middle 
of the frame which flexed from side to 
side, but there's no such sensation with 
the '96 bike. The YZ can carve as tight as 
your skills will allow, yet remains 
almost as stable as it has been in the 
past. The  wheelbase remains 
unchanged, but the new bike actually 
feels much shorter. The seat height has 
also remained the same, which is hard 
to believe. One tester used to have trou- 
ble making the transition from sitting to 
standing on past YZ125s, but made no 
such complaints this year. The bike's 
center of gravity has been lowered sig- 
nificantly, making it easier to lay the 
motorcycle over in corners. 

The new Kayaba forks work splen- 
didly, especially on slap-down landings. 
The larger legs soak up hard landings 
with aplomb, yet remain plush over 
smaller bumps. After the initial break- 
in, we stiffened up the compression 
damping two clicks - anything more 
made the front end harsh, for us. 

Out back, once the shock sag was set 





at 95mm, everything worked extremely 
well. After break-in, we increased the 
compression damping one click (all the 
way in and out nine), but left the 
rebound-damping adjustment in its 
standard setting (10). At Carlsbad, the 
rear end worked like a dream, soaking 
up the choppy braking bumps and 
drop-off hits equally as well. The bike as 
a whole was extremely stable, even on 
the high speed uphill and downhill sec- 
tions of the course. As far as racing lines 
went, the bike was as comfortable rail- 
ing the outsides as it was cutting and 
thrusting on the inside. We clicked the 


rear compression adjuster in one posi- 
tion to 13, but left the rebound at 12. 

The bike's only weak point is super- 
cross-style tracks, as the standard sus- 
pension settings that work so well on 
outdoor courses are painfully soft for 
the big-air antics elicited by such cours- 
es. Stiffening up the compression 
adjusters helped, but for heavier riders, 
stiffer front and rear springs are a must. 

The YZ's brakes are the best that they 
have ever been. Sadly, they are still not 
up to par with the bionic binders found 
on Honda CRs, but they are more than 
capable of hauling the blue-and-white 
bike down from speed. Like last year, 
the rear brake is on the touchy side, but 
a few laps on the bike will familiarize 
most riders. The new front-brake master 
cylinder offers a wide range of adjusta- 
bility - a bonus for riders with unusually

large or small hands. Front-brake power 
is excellent, but the feel is a bit on the 
mushy side, even after bleeding. 

As fór the rest of the bike, a host of 
little touches round out the machine. 
Yamaha has finally ditched their horrid 
gas-tank cap design, and a new, wide- 
mouth cap replaces the choked-up cap 
of old. A ball bearing jiggles inside the 
new cap, keeping fuel from pouring out 
the vent hose in the case of a tip-over. 

The new plastic is well-designed, and 
no part snags the rider as he maneuvers 
on the bike. The slim, low seat has just 
enough padding to be comfortable, yet 
is far from being the couch found on last 
year's bike. The right side panel has a 
horrendous bend in it to accomodate the 
silencer, and though it never catches the 
rider's boot, it is a nightmare to install 
number-plate backing on, 














Testers were split on the new color 
scheme. While most liked the blue tank 
and radiator-shroud combo, most didn't 
prefer the graphics. Also, it seems that 
the fork leg is an unlikely place for the 
"125" size designation to be found. Per- 
haps the radiator shroud or seat cover 
would be more appropriate. 

Such trivial complaints, you say? In 
all honesty, that's about all we could 
find wrong with the new YZ125. Staff 
members are already making predic- 
tions about the outcome of this year's 
125 shootout, and that's without hav- 
ing ridden any of the other machines 
yet. 

Yes, it's that good. €N

ou've probably heard the term 
Y "BNGs." It's the abbreviated way 

of saying Bold New Graphics, 
three words the manufacturers love to 
use in their new-model brochures to 
describe yearly graphic changes, ever if 
those changes were hardly bold at all. 
There have been exceptions, however. 

Suzuki used the term accurately in 
1990 when they introduced the ostenta- 
tious “paint-splattered” look of their new 
line of RM motocrossers. It truly was a 
“bold” move. 

Now, KTM can use the phrase with 
accuracy after changing over from a 
white to an all-orange color scheme on 
their entire line of KTM motorcycles. Yes, 
orange. This was indeed a bold move on 
KTM's part but an understandable one. 
How many times have you sat in the 
grandstands at a Supercross race or at a 
local motocross watching some guy on a 








Yamaha YZ-something launch over the 
doubles when you realized later that he 
was in fact mounted on an Austrian-built 
KTM? You're not the only one. The two 
predominately white brands of motorcy- 
cles look remarkably similar from a dis- 
tance, and the folks at KTM didn't like 
that one bit, so they decided to give their 
motorcycles a look all their own, never 


mind that Yamaha changed its color 


scheme for '96 as well. 
But what color could KTM change to? 


Red, yellow, white, green and blue (the > 


factory Yamaha race bikes) were already 
taken. That pretty much leaves - orange. 
We have heard many comments at our 
local tracks about the new color of our

KTM test bike and most of those were 
favorable, while a few adamantly voiced 
their opinion against the orange coloring, 
which, by the way, isn't going away 
soon. "It's our new look," said a KTM 
spokesman. “It’s here to stay.” In any 
case, there is no denying that KTM has 
solved their identity crisis. 

But don't think for a moment that 
you can run down to your local KTM 
dealer and order a bunch of orange plas- 
tic for your suddenly outdated-looking 
white KTM and instantly have a '96 
model. All of the '96 KTM's.feature more 
than just color changes. In fact, most of 
the bikes have all-new motors like in the 
KTM 250SX we recently got our hands 








on. The motor is so changed that very 
few parts are interchangeable with the 
'95 model. 

For all intents and purposes, KTM's 
goal with their new SX motor was to 
duplicate the performance of the Honda 
CR250's powerplant, something all of the 
manufacturers have been trying to do for 
years. Basically, KTM came to the conclu- 
sion that they had gone as far as they 
could with the “old” motor and decided 
it was time to take what they had learned 
from the previous powerplant - a good 
powerplant at that - and apply that 
knowledge to an all-new motor. 

In one way or another, KTM engi- 
neers reworked nearly every part of the 
SX's motor, concentrating on increasing 
midrange and top-end performance. The 
entire cylinder is brand new, including 
the head, porting specs, power-valve 
assembly and piston. The new piston fea- 
tures a flat-top design and is constructed 
of forged aluminum-silicon alloy that is 
lighter and said to be three times 
stronger than most traditional cast pis- 
tons. It is also 3mm shorter than before. 

The riew cylinder is fed, via new 
Boyesen reed valves, by a 38mm PWK 
Keihin carburetor which features a venti- 
lation tube, designed to improve acceler- 
ation and eliminate hesitation after hard 
landings and through long sections of 
deep whoops. 

The spent gasses are expelled through 
an all-new exhaust pipe that is now 
chrome-plated, giving the bike a nice, fin- 
ished look. 

A complaint we had last year was 
with the KTM's clutch, which didn't 
have great feel. KTM addressed this 
problem by changing the friction materi- 
al of the sintered clutch plates, which 
































KTM claims improves quality tolerance 
for more consistent performance. 

The ignition has been readjusted for a 
different curve, said to result in better 
response at lower rpm and increased 
power output throughout the range. The 
SEM K11 generator KTM uses in the SX 
has an improved stator and a new back- 
ing plate said to increase the entire igni- 
tion system's durability. 

The chassis features many significant 
changes as well. In the suspension 
department, the SX (as do all of the '96 
KTM models) returns sporting the non- 
inverted Magnum fork, now with 20mm 
less underhang below the front axle to 
minimize the possibilities of hitting the 
lower fork tubes on obstacles, such as 
rocks and ruts. Internally, the 45mm fork 
incorporates an all-new compression car- 
tridge designed for more progressive 
suspension action. Unlike last year's fork, 
the new KTMs come with sturdy, plastic 
fork-tube protectors. 

In the back, the Ohlins shock features 
new compression and rebound valve set- 
tings for added adjustment possibilities. 
These new adjusters help out on the 
smaller bumps at slower speeds. Plus, 
the shock also features a larger-capacity 
reservoir with new cooling fins to help 
keep the shock oil operating at lower 
temperatures. The shock linkages are 
unchanged. 

Though you can't tell from the out- 
side, the front-brake caliper has been 
reinforced, and the brake pads can be 
replaced without having to remove the 
wheel. 

The frame itself is identical to last 
year's except for the use of wider (front to 
back) footpegs. Out of the crate, the SX 
comes shod with Michelin MP11 knobby 


















































tires with a new Supersprox hardened- 
aluminum rear sprocket and a DID chain. 


IS IT JUICED? 


For the past few years, the KTM 
250SX has been a favorite among the 
Cycle News editors, especially last year’s 
model when KTM became the first man- 
ufacture to return to the conventional 
fork. The bike didn't win our '95 250cc 
shootout but that didn't mean we didn't 
like the bike. In fact, we rode the heck out 
of it, mainly because when it came right 
down to it, it was perhaps the most fun 
bike to ride of the five 250cc MXers in 
our comparison. A lot of this had to do 
with the KTM's broad powerband and 
cushy suspension. But when it came to 
serious racing, we basically preferred the 
harder-hitting motors the Japanese-made 
bikes had to offer, and the overall better 
handling traits and suspension packages 
of the Yamaha, Honda and Kawasaki: 

This year, the SX is more race-worthy 
than ever, and much of this has to do 
with the SX’s powerplant. While it still 
has what we would call a broad and 
wide powerband, the SX has slightly less 
bottom end than the ‘95 SX but makes up 
for it by hitting harder from midrange on 
up, much like last year's Japanese bikes. 
But does it feel like a Honda CR250? Not 
quite, but close. 

There's plenty of power on tap - 
there's no question about that, but the SX 
just doesn't have that awesome hit and 
controllable pull like the Honda has. Still, 
that is no disgrace for KTM. 
After all, when it comes to 
power, the CR250 has been 
the king for a long, long 
time. 

Overall, we liked the 
KTM's motor and feel it is 
now more suited for the 
hard-core motocrosser who 
wants some bottom-end, but 
more importantly a hard hit 
at the twist of the wrist and 
a high-revving motor. These 
are all things that the SX 
does well, and when it gets 
down to reality, if you can't 
win on this bike, it's proba- 
bly not the bike's fault. At 
least not when it comes to 
horsepower alone. 

Our bike came jetted spot on, unlike 
last year's bike where it took a little while 
getting the jetting sorted out. 

Perhaps the only thing we didn't like 
about the SX's motor was that it seemed 
to vibrate a little more than some of the 
Japanese 250cc MXers we have ridden 
lately. The slight buzz is just that - a 
slight buzz, and nothing to be alarmed 
about, but it is there. 

As far as the transmission goes, we 
had no problems shifting, something we 
weren't all that crazy about last year. 
Sure, the shifting action might have been 
a little notchy at first when the bike was 
brand-spanking new, but after a couple 
of hours on the bike, the transmission 
smoothed out and we had no complaints. 
The new clutch plates do, in fact, offer 
better feel. 

Suspension-wise, we were again com- 
pletely stoked with the Magnum forks, 
which were a little harsh at first, but 
smoothed out after a few hours. We rated 
the Magnums the best last year and they 
seem to have only gotten better. They 
soak up the small stutter bumps like they 
weren't there, and the forks never bot- 
tomed over the big jumps unless we tried 
to do so on purpose. Even then, it was 
barely noticeable. 

The back end wasn't as nice as the 
front but worked well nonetheless. Break- 
ing in the Ohlins shock takes a long time 
and, until then, the ride is a little harsh.

We fooled around with all of the adjust- 
ments until we came up with a setting we 
were happy with, but have yet to come 
up with the perfect combination. For 
now, we are quite happy with the KTM's 
suspension as is and wouldn't hesitate 
taking it to the local races - even Carlsbad 
Raceway. Basically, the back end is pretty 
stable and predictable. It might move 
around a little bit accelerating out of 
rough turns and down whooped-out 
straights, but rarely does the back do big 
swaps and scare you to death. 

Overall stability is good and head- 
shake isn't a problem. One thing the SX 
does exceptionally well is jump. The bike 
is very predictable on the takeoffs and, 
once in the air, maintains level flight 
pretty much on its own. Little input is 
needed to make midair corrections. 

The SX also corners well but we did 
not care much for the stock Michelin 
tires, at least up front. Most of the riding 
we did on the SX took place on typical 
Southern California tracks - hard-packed, 
dry and rough - which didn't seem to 
suit the tires. These tires prefer moisture 
and loam. We installed a Dunlop up 
front and the front end felt much more 
predictable through the corners. 

Both front and rear brakes are plenty 
strong. Last year, some of our riders 
complained that the front brake was too 
touchy and grabby; this year, no one 
complained. 

As far as ergonomics are concerned, 
the SX is rather pleasing. It might be a lit- 
tle on the tall side and the seat is, again, 
rock hard, but the overall layout feels

We kept catching our boots on it and 
quickly removed the offending piece. 
The controls are all in the right places, 
meaning that the levers aren't hard to 
the reach, and have light pull and good feel. 
The handlebars have a bend that is easy 
to adjust to and the grips won't turn your

hands into a fistful of blisters. We had no 
problems operating the rear brake pedal, 
either. 

As already mentioned, we've been a 
fan of the 250SX for many years now and 
we still are. The latest 250SX is without a 
doubt KTM's best and most serious effort 
yet in this highly competitive 250cc class, 
and we wouldn't be hesitant to race this 
bike at any track. It has the power, the 
suspension and the handling to get the 
job done. €N

ad news, Honda CR500 
owners: the 1996 version of 
the King CR is here. Oh, we 
know what you're thinking: 
“My open bike is good for at 
least another year, open bikes don’t wear 
out and they don’t change much from 
year to year.” 

True, for the past several years, all that 
Honda CR500 owners needed to do to 
make their bike look like the latest was 
slap on a new set of graphics, a seat cover, 
and maybe a set of radiator shrouds, but 
1996 is different. 

No, Honda didn't change the motor - 
there was no need to! The Honda CR500 
engine has been the undisputed king of 
the open class on a motocross course for 
several years, and realistically, the CR500 
is without a serious MX rival. Though 
Kawasaki and Mike LaRocco captured 
the last-ever 500cc National Champi- 
onship title, the big green bikes are better 
suited to off-road applications and are 
rarely seen at local MX races. 

So, did they change the chassis? Guess 
again! With the exception of a gusset here 
and there, the CR500 frame has remained 
the same for years. New plastic? Well, 
Honda ad execs would probably argue 
that the black radiator shrouds, white 
number plates and new seat cover qualify 
as new bodywork, but they're not fooling 
anyone. The biggest CR looks archaic in 
comparison to it's smaller 125 and 250cc 
siblings, but for the number of open bikes 
that Honda sells, it would hardly be cost- 
effective to throw away the old molds 
and start over. 

So, you ask, what's the big deal about 
the '96 CR500? 

The forks, the forks, the forks! If any- 
thing, the '96 model year will be remem- 
bered as the year of suspension improve- 














ments. KTMs come equipped with new 
and improved versions of Marzocchi's 
Magnum 45 conventional fork, Suzukis 
will be the first Japanese bikes to jump on 
the conventional bandwagon with their 
49mm Showa conventionals, and most 


full-size Kawasaki, Yamaha and Honda 


motocrossers will come with Kayaba's 
massive 46mm inverted forks. 


DETAILS, WE WANT DETAILS... 


Kayaba's 46mm inverted forks first 
showed up on Team Kawasaki's works 
bikes three to four years ago, and in the 
years since have graced Hondas and 
Yamahas as well. The standard produc- 
tion fork has been 43mm since '92, and it 
wasn't until this year that manufacturers 








decided to make the jump to the bigger 
tubes. 

On the outside, the upper fork tubes 
are only one millimeter larger, even 
though the lower sliders are a full three 
millimeters larger. Thinner tubing allows 
the new legs to remain fairly similar in 
outside diameter, and surprisingly, the 
larger forks are lighter than their smaller 
predecessors. 

Obviously, greater rigidity is the per- 
formance goal, and the larger contact 
patch yielded by the larger tubes results 
in exactly that. Internally, a larger fork 
cartridge - up three millimeters from 25 to 
28mm - allows for better damping control 
and a wider range of tunability. Inside, 
the outer fork tubes have a Teflon coating 








that reduces friction and extends the ser- 
vice life of the fork oil. 

The new forks are held in place by a 
wider set of triple clamps which were, in 
fact, introduced last year. To accomodate 
the broad clamps, a wide front hub and 
large-diameter front axle complete the 
front end. 

Out back, there are plenty of tricks as 
well. The new Kayaba shock now fea- 
tures both high- and low-speed compres- 
sion-damping adjustments. The adjuster 
is located on the shock resevoir, with the 
high-speed adjuster mechanism located 
“inside” the low-speed adjuster nut. 
Revised compression and rebound valv- 
ing round out the shock improvements. 

As for the rest of the bike, the 491cc 
engine remains unchanged, as does the 
steel frame. The plastic body work now 
mimics the ‘95 race team bikes, being 
white, black and flourescent red with 
flourescent yellow highlights. The new 
seat cover actually features a dual-thick- 
ness vinyl. The black portion of the cover 
is 20 percent thicker than the rest, and 
more resistant to knee-brace abuse. 

Other changes include a longer locat- 
ing pin on the air-filter element cage, 
which is claimed to make it easier to re- 
install the filter in the airbox after clean- 
ing. The handlebar controls are now sil- 
ver, rather than black, and the number 
plates are white instead of red, making it 
possible to slap numbers on the bike right 
from the get-go. 


MAGIC 


We won't even bother getting into 
how fast the CR500 is, how hard the 
engine pulls or how flawlessly the trans- 
mission shifts - we'd be rewriting our '95 
bike test if we did. 

The big news is the 
new suspension! All of 
our rides aboard the 
King CR came on natur- 
al terrain courses - 
namely the legendary 
Carlsbad Raceway and 
several burned-out 
tracks in the local 
Southern California 
hills - in our opinion, 
there’s no reason to 
endanger yourself on a 
supercross-style track 
on an open bike. 

Last year, we felt 
that the CR500’s new 
Kayaba suspension 
components were a 
great improvement 
over the Showa units 
that graced the '94 bike. 
This year, the new larg- 
er forks yield as great - 
if not greater - a perfor- 
mance gain over the old 
Kayabas as the old 
Kayabas did over the 
old Showas. Did that 
make sense? 

Because of the 
CR500's girth, the increased rigidity is 
more noticeable on the open bike than it 
might be on the lighter 250. On Carls- 
bad's super-rough downhill, testers were 
able to bottom out the '95 bike's forks at 
race pace. Headshake was a problem at 
times, and one could actually feel the 
front wheel flexing slightly from side to 
side. No such problems with the larger 
versions. The new CR can be ridden at 
speed on the downhill without a hint of 
headshake, and although the new forks 
can still be bottomed out, the sensation 
isn't nearly as violent. The front end gob- 
bles up slap-down landings up and begs 
for more, and under hard braking in 
rough conditions, the handlebars remain 
steady and stable. We set our forks up 





with the oil level at 92mm, and the com- 
pression adjuster at four (all the way in, 
and out four), and the rebound adjuster 
at 14. 

While the new forks are definitely 
something to rave about, our opinions are 
mixed about the new shock. There's no 
doubting that when set up properly, the 
back end of the bike does nothing but 
compliment the front, but we feel that the 
dual compression adjusters may do noth- 
ing but confuse some riders. Certainly, 
there are many competent racers who 
fully understand the concept of high- and 
. low-speed compression, but there are 
many who do not. 

One humorous example is as follows: 
When a friend of one of the editors saw 
the trick-looking adjuster on the shock 
resevoir and was informed what it was, 
he replied, "That's a good idea, one set- 
ting for practice, when you're just cruis- 
ing, and one for racing when you're haul- 
ing," 

Our bike worked best for our riders 
when the sag was set at 102mm, and the 
rebound adjuster was set at nine. The 
low-speed compression adjustment was 
set at nine, and the high-speed adjust- 
ment at 1 1/16 turns out. We had the ben- 
efit of having factory technicians at our 
side to help us with our suspension 
setup. The average buyer should take 
time to properly learn how to use the 
available adjustements. A wide range of 
adjustability can be had with the flick of a 
wrist, and the double adjusters can 
undoubtedly dial in a bike to suit a specif- 
ic rider better than the single versions. 
Along with the new shock come more 
things to learn, and riders who take time 
to understand the shock will benefit 
greatly. 

Set up as mentioned before, our bike 
tracked straight and true out of corners. 
With the sag set slightly higher at 95mm, 
the rear end tended to hesitate, then dive 
before hooking up under acceleration. 
With 102mm, the back end worked con- 
siderably better. 

So, is the 1996 CR500 worth the 
money? At $5399, the King CR costs $100 
less than the new CR250, and $400 more 
than last year's bike. Considering the 
sorry state of the ever-declining dollar-to- 
yen exchange rate, we'd say that the $400 
increase is minimal in comparison to the 
improvements made to the big bike. 
What a bargain.

LAS VEGAS, NV, AUG, 13-20 
here were 67 entries in this 
year's Nevada Rally and almost 
as many reasons for being there. 
Rally aces from France and 
Italy came to add another notch to their 
international belts. U.S. factory racers 
turned out to prove their mounts over 
six days and 2000 miles of treacherous 
desert, and privateers from all over the 
country set out to test their riding ability 
and rub elbows with a who's who of off- 
road competition. 

American Honda's racers arrived 
with just one goal in mind. They wanted 
to win the prestigious event organized 
by Acerbis Adventures and, in an 
incredible display of preparation, train- 
ing and teamwork, they dominated the 
third running of the Nevada Rally from 
the moment the knobbies hit the desert. 

Honda XR628-mounted Johnny 
Campbell and Davide Trolli raced neck 
and neck at the head of the pack for the 
first five days, swapping first and sec- 
ond over 1300 miles of special test 
stages with less than three and a half 
minutes between them. When the check- 
ered flag-finally dropped at the end of 
day six after more than 33 hours of 
back-and-forth racing, Campbell took 
the win by eight minutes over Trolli, 
and the Honda duo was a full hour and 
a half ahead of pre-race favorite 
Stephane Peterhansel on a 600cc Yama- 
ha. 

And Honda's domination did not 
stop there. The red rout continued when 
Jimmy Lewis and Frenchman Richard 
Sainct brought a pair of stock Honda 
XR400Rs home in fourth and fifth over- 
all to give Honda a four-for-five record 
in what most racers described as the 
toughest event they had ever tackled. 

“It's really good to beat the Euro-

peans at their own sport, and it's even 
better because nobody expected it," said 
Campbell, whose navigation errors rele- 
gated him to second overall at last year's 
event behind two-time winner Alain 
Olivier of France. "They all thought I 
would go out and get lost like last year, 
but I showed them I can do it. This 
means a lot to me because it's the tough- 
est event of the year, and it's very 
important for Honda, too." 

This year's Nevada Rally began with 
less pomp and ceremony than its 1993 
and 1994 counterparts, and the field was 
almost 20 riders shy of last year's 80- 
plus entries, but the distinctive rally fla- 
vor was still there. More than half of the 
field was from outside the United States 
and it included racers from France, Italy, 
Brazil, Japan and Lithuania. The bikes 
were a weird and wonderful assortment 
that ranged from a stock Kawasaki 
KDX200 to Honda's $600,000 EXP-2, an 
experimental, no-spark-combustion 
two-stroke, trimmed in titanium and 
magnesium, that is being developed to 
meet strict emission standards. Riders' 
meetings were conducted in English 
and Italian and ran late into every night. 
Officials were decked out in distinctive 
blue-and-yellow overalls, scores of vehi- 
cles were plastered with huge Acerbis 
Adventure decals, and a pair of heli- 
copters circled overhead. 

"There doesn't exist anything like the 
Nevada Rally in the United States or 
around the world," said Italian Davide 
Trolli, who is living in Southern Califor- 
nia to gain desert-racing and enduro 
experience. "This ride is something 
- incredible. In Europe we don't have the 
land to do this and when you ride in the 
United States you've got so much, like 
good showers in the nighttime, good 
food, good rider meetings, excellent 
organization and excellent race course 
every day. There don't exist anything 
better than this race right now." 

Even two-time winner Alain Olivier 
was on hand to catch the action. "I break 
my leg doing a photo shoot for a maga- 
zine. It has been two months and 11 
days. I think in two weeks I can ride," 
said the Frenchman. "I am not happy to 
not come for ride. This year I have a 
very good bike - KTM. I think I could 
win 


Starting positions were determined 
the day before the rally officially began 
with a prologue - a one-at-a-time dash 
through a motocross-like course laid out 
in the parking lot of Montgomery Ward, 
across the street from rally headquarters 
at the Showboat Hotel and Casino. 

Temperatures in the low 100s 
plagued the riders as they prepared for 
the start of the prologue and an unwel- 
come thundershower rolled in 10 min- 
utes before the start, drenching the rid- 
ers and turning the paved course into a 
slick nightmare for the first 10 riders. 

Campbell, who was first off the line, 
took a slow-but-sure approach that left 
him back in 29th overall on adjusted 
time. Peterhansel showed a little more 
aggression, which resulted in a 180- 
degree spin-out and 46th position in the 
starting order, and even the later 
starters, who tackled the course after the 
pavement had dried, had their share of 
mishaps. Utah's Mark Lundgreen went 
down in a set of small stutter bumps, 
Jan Pritchard pushed his bike off the 
course and retired after a run-in with 
the same bumps, and the Lithuanian 
entry - Romualdas Beresnevkius - took 
three times as long as the leader to nego- 
tiate the course and finished dead last 
on adjusted time. 

The gold bib that marked the rally 
leader de jour went to former World 
125cc Grand Prix Road Racing Champi-

on Alex Gramigni of Italy, who was 
competing in his first rally and whose 
only prior U.S. riding experience had 
been at Laguna Seca raceway. Daryl 
Folks was second and Florent Giusiono 
would leave the day-one starting line in 
third. 

But while the hotshots prepared a 
bid for victory, others in the pack pre- 
pared for the week-long event with 
other goals in mind. Lundgreen, who 
broke his hip at the first Nevada Rally 
and finished 11th overall last year, was 
back to prove that the rally could not get 
the better of him. Lori Conway, the only 
female entry in the race, wanted to make 
it onto the first page of the results after 
last year's 39th overall left her three 
places down on page two. And first- 
timer Tim Morton turned out so he 
could be sure he got a chance to try the 


difficult navigate-while-you-race for- . 


mat. 

Day one began at 6 a.m. with a police 
escort from the Showboat Hotel to the 
start of the first special test - a 284-mile 
dash to the mining town of Tonopah. 
The course combined everything from 
rocky mountain passes to silty plains,

and complicated instructions in the road 
book did the rest. A number of the 
front-runners lost time searching for the 
course near a small dry lake, and 
Honda's weeks of preparation started to 
pay off. 

“Navigation is what gets you 
through an event like this, so we really 
worked on building our navigation 
skills before we came here," said Honda 
team captain Bruce Ogilvie, who was 
putting the EXP-2 through its paces. 
"We went out five different times prior 
to the rally and rode rally courses that 
we had set up ourselves. They ranged 
from 130 miles to 200 miles long, and we 
made them tricky so we had to pay 
attention to the road book. We wanted 
to make sure we knew what we were 
doing." 

By the end of the first day, Campbell 
had the time-adjusted lead by three 
minutes and Trolli was in second. Peter- 
hansel had struggled through the dust 
from 46th in the starting order to cap- 
ture third, three minutes behind Trolli, 
and KTM's Daryl Folks and Edi Orioli 
rounded out the top five. Lewis brought 
Honda's brand new XR400R home sixth 





overall in its North American race debut 
to top the 400cc Four-Stroke class. 

“I had a really good race, considering 
this is a new bike and it's a little under- 
powered compared to the big bikes," 
said Lewis. "I don't think anybody 
expected this bike to finish this high 
overall." 

Day one also brought its share of 
problems. Honda's EXP-Z threw up a 
rock that flattened the exhaust pipe and 
left Ogilvie struggling to finish 12th. 

"It would only do about 75 or 80 
instead of 95 or 100," Ogilvie explained. 
“I had to ride very aggressively to catch 
and pass people in the dust because I 
didn't have the horsepower to blow by 
them." 

The youngest racer in the rally, 17- 
year-old Nick Pearson, lost time trying 
to sort out the instructions on his roll 
chart, and the rally's oldest rider, 65- 
plus “Rally Dinosaur" Sam Bass, called 
it quits for the day after he rapped a 
recently injured shoulder against a tree. 

Even a mechanical expert like Scott 
Summers' mechanic, Fred Bramblett, 
had a tough time keeping things togeth- 
er. 

"They closed the final check before I 
got there because I had some mechani- 
cal problems. I didn't have the right 
tools in my fanny pack, which is kind of 
embarrassing, but luckily no one knew 
about it - until now," said Bramblett, 
who was riding an XR628 mongrel that 
he built out of Summers' leftover parts. 
“My last race was about 20 years and 
100 pounds ago and I've never ridden in 
the desert, so I'm just out here to have 
fun. This is something between a hare 
and hound and a dual sport ride, except 
it goes on forever." 

Rally experts like Zitterkopf, who 
already had two Nevada rallies under 


his belt, noticed a big change in this - 


year's event. 

"It was much more exciting because 
the trails were better, said Zitterkopf. 
"There wasn't much of the wide-open 
stuff that we saw the last two years. 
There were some great first- and sec- 
ond-gear sections where you couldn't 
go wide open and you had to follow the 
roll chart really carefully. The terrain 
made this much more challenging." 

Day two combined 342 miles of 
mountains and desert with an unusual 
section of sand dunes near Silver Peaks 


' and blistering temperatures that caused 


three-time Paris-Dakar winner Ed Orioli 
to drop out with dehydration and heat 
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exhaustion 
before the final 

gas. Trolli shot past 
Campbell to take the lead when his 
teammate lost time changing a flat tire 
and he finished the day 46 seconds 
ahead of Campbell to earn the gold bib 
going into day three. 

When the racers reached the 
overnight stop in Fallon, just east of 
Reno, the leaderboard showed Camp- 
bell was still two minutes ahead of Trol- 
li on total elapsed time, and the Honda 
duo had pulled 10 minutes on third- 
placed Peterhansel. 

“The first goal for us is to win the 
rally with a Honda. If I be faster than 
Johnny, I be winning. If Johnny be faster 
than me, he’s going to be winning. 
Which one wins is not important. We 


just want a Honda to be first,” said Trol-» 


li, whose XR628 was identical to Camp- 
bell's except for higher-profile handle- 
bars. “I let him go by me when he is 
fastest and he let me go by. We try to 
ride as a team.” 

Day three took the racers to Win- 
nemucca - the northernmost point on 
their 2000-mile clockwise journey around 
the Silver State. Trolli took the day’s win 
just 10 seconds ahead of Campbell in the 
260-mile special test and they stayed one- 
two in the overall results. Peterhansel 
lost time due to a navigation error and 
was 21 minutes behind at the end of the 
day, with Lewis 25 minutes back in 
fourth and Sainct overcoming a crash to 
limp home in fifth, ahead of Jim Loh, 
Fabrizio Carcano, Ogilvie, Pearson and 
Tony Megla, who took the lead in the 
over 30 class after Daryl Folks blew his 
transmission and then had to replace two 
faulty ignitions. 

“This is the first time any of us have 
done a rally,” said Megla, who led a 
three-man team sponsored by the Mam- 
moth Mountain Ski Area. “We are on 
stock XR600s, which are severely under- 
powered, and it’s been a learning expe- 
rience trying to navigate. When you're 
going 80 miles an hour and you look 
down for a couple of seconds, you're at 
the corner by the time you look up. I got 
lost for half an hour once, but Ogilvie 
showed me the way. He's the desert fox. 
Every time we got lost, we'd look 
around and say, "Where's Bruce?" 

Mammoth Mountain teammate Bill 
Postel, who was pushing for the Over 
40 win, provided some entertaining 
moments for the racers he passed. 

“He'd be dogging me, behind me in 
the dust, and then he'd try to pass and 
crash his brains out,” said Morton. "I'd 
stop and ask him if he's okay and then 
he'd go right back by me and crash 
again. The guy is just hilarious. He's an 
animal. I can't believe someone is riding 
as hard as he is in this thing." 

As day four began, the racers and 
their pit crews were starting to settle 
into the pace of the rally, which 
involved getting up at 4 a.m. to prepare 
for a 6 a.m. start, racing until dark, and 
then staying up until almost midnight 
Preparing the bike and the road book 
for the following day. 

"They keep us up late with the rid- 
ers’ meeting and then you have to put 
your whole route book together and get 
it on the bike," said Campbell. "You get 
maybe six hours sleep a night at the 
most, and it's very difficult to keep 
going. After about the third day your 
body gives up and you get used to it." 

Day four from Winnemucca to Elko 
brought the longest special test of the 
event - a grueling 323-mile course that 
Campbell completed in six hours and 13 
minutes, just over a minute faster than 
Trolli. The two were three and a half 
6 minutes apart on total elapsed time, 








with Campbell still on top, and they had 
stretched out a one-hour cushion over 
their closest rival. 

"I've always been confident about 
my riding skill but by the time we got to 
Elko I was feeling a lot more confident 
about my navigational skills as well," 
said Campbell. “We went out every 
weekend for the last month and a half 
practicing, just navigating, navigating, 
navigating, and it paid off.” 

Campbell reported an almost trou- 
ble-free ride. 

“I hit a big ditch going pretty fast on 
day three. I almost got off pretty bad but 
I saved it and kept on going, and I got a 





rear flat one day and was in the pits for 
10 minutes," said Campbell. "There 
were a couple of other things like some 
loose bolts on the bike, but, other than 
that, it's been flawless." 

Back in third, Peterhansel reported a 
few problems adjusting to his 600cc 
Yamaha. 

“It’s a good race for me, but it is not a 
very good result because it's the first 
time I ride with this bike," Peterhansel 
explained. "Here I ride with a four- 
stroke more bigger than I am used to 
and I have not enough time on the 
bike." 

Lewis was adapting to his 400cc 
Honda mount just fine. 

"The bike is excellent with the excep- 
tion that it needs like 24 miles an hour 
more top speed so I could run with the 
boys up front. Campbell and Trolli 
passed me going 30 miles an hour faster 
down a road," said Lewis. "My high- 
light was finishing third overall and 
making it onto the winner's podium at 
the end of day four. My low point was 
hitting a ditch and cartwheeling 20 
miles out on day two. I hurt myself and 
smashed my map book. Everybody does 
one map book. That's part of the rules, I 
guess." 

By the end of day four the field had 
dropped to 47. Some - like Bill 
McDaniel, who was rescued by Bass 
after he crashed, broke his ribs and 
punctured a lung - were sidelined with 
injuries. Others - like Zitterkopf, who 
blew two engines in two days - retired 
due to mechanical problems.

“I wanted to win it, not ride for a fin- 


ish, so I packed it in,” said Zitterkopf. 


Others persevered no matter what. 

^I had problems every day, but I 
hung tough," said Ogilvie, who bent his 
exhaust on'day one, broke a clutch cable 
halfway through day two, crashed when 
he clipped a rock, and then had bad 
engine-vibration problems on day three. 
^We were stressing the motor mounts 
because we were hitting things so hard, 
but we didn't know that at first. The 
mechanics worked all night to put a 
new motor in, which cured the vibration 
problems. They got zero sleep that 
night, and then that motor started 
vibrating and we worked out what the 
problem was and had to fix that." 

The racers used their day off in Elko 
to repair their machinery, do some laun- 
dry, and rest for the two days that still 
lay ahead. But for many, the day of rest 
was a mixed blessing. 

"The day off was nice but it gave my 
body a chance to catch up and it was 
screaming, ‘What are you doing to me? 
It told me, ‘You’re old and you 
shouldn't be doing this,” said Ogilvie. 

To add insult to injury, the tough ter- 








rain that had taken rally experts by sur- 
prise in the opening sections of the race 
got even more technical as they headed 
into Ely for an overnight stop and then 
on to the end of the special tests in 
Mesquite. 

"You got into sections that were 
rough for 50 or 60 miles at a time. 
They'd give you two miles of rest, then 
you'd be right back into the rough 
stuff," said Ogilvie. "I slowed down 
considerably on days five and six. I was 
fatigued and the extreme roughness 
didn't suit my bike. The course was too 
tough for a bike that likes high speed." 

Conway, who was running 28th 
among the 47 survivors going into day 
five, described each of the last two days 
as "three desert races back to back." 

"I'm not going to be a wuss about it 
because I finished every day, which is 
something a lot of people can't say, but 
those last two days will be something 
TIl remember for a long time," said Con- 
way. “It wasn't ‘can you win the race.’ It 
was a case of ‘can you make it through 
the terrain.’” 

Trolli took his third win of the rally 
on day five, topping Campbell by just

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over a minute, and cutting his team- 
mate's overall lead to just two minutes 
and 11 seconds after 1326 miles of 


` hard-on-the-gas special tests. The pair 


was an hour ahead of Peterhansel in 
third and, with just 276 miles to go, 
Trolli decided to launch a do-or-die 
effort to snatch the overall from Camp- 
bell on the final day. 

"You lose by two minutes, you lose 
by eight minutes - is always lose, so I 
thought I go for it. It was my last chance 
and I have nothing to lose," Trolli 
explained. 

The teammates ran almost side by 
side in the opening section of day six, 
but they lost the trail around the 80-mile 
mark and Trolli made a mistake that 
cost him six minutes. 

“I didn't see a big ditch coming back 
to the right road and I crashed bad. I 
broke the remote control on the route 
chart and I had to wind it by hand for 
200 miles. That is hard to do when you 
go very fast," said Trolli. 

But that still didn't take the pressure 
off Campbell. 

"The last day was the toughest. I 
only had a two-minute lead on Trolli 
going in and, after 2000 miles, that ain't 
much. I didn't want to crash and break 
the bike," said Campbell. 

The last day proved to be the straw 
that broke the camel's back for Jim Loh, 
who had run a consistent sixth overall 
for three days at the head of the Open 
Two-Stroke class. Hot and tired, Loh 
gave up the fight at gas three after he 
replaced a water pump and then discov- 
ered that his bike had developed an 
electrical problem as well. 

The temperature was over 100 when 
the tired racers crossed the finish line in 
Mesquite and collapsed in the shade. 
They were iced and watered down by 
their pit crews and left the finish line 
quietly, with no energy left for celebra- 
tion. 

When the times were tallied for the 
last time, Campbell took the win by 
eight minutes and 48 seconds - his 
largest margin of the race, with an aver- 
age speed of 48.167 miles per hour. 

“It’s a really important win for me 
because I showed everybody I can do it, 
and it's important for Honda too 
because it showed how well the XRs can 
do," said Campbell "I like this kind of 
racing because you have to use your 
head. The nagivation is of utmost 
importance, and it's such a long event 
that you have to think about things like 
saving the equipment. And it was such 
a close race. The biggest lead I had all 
week was three minutes, and that made 
it very exciting." 

Trolli was all smiles, despite being 
relegated to second. 

“We both did incredible good and I 
am so proud to be in the team," said 
Trolli. ^We were just wide-open from 
the first morning until the checkered 
flag. Every day just bald tires on the 
bike - the knobbies gone. We did good 
and we get an incredible good result." 

Peterhansel's steady performance 
brought him into the finish in third 
overall, an hour and a half behind 
Campbell on adjusted time, and Lewis 
took first in the 400cc Four-Stroke divi- 
sion and fourth overall less than half an 
hour behind him. 

"It was a lot more technical than last 
year as far as the terrain went. It was a 
lot tougher on equipment and you had 
to use your head about 10 percent more 
than last year on the navigation, but I 
did real good. I'm happy," said Lewis. 

Sainct brought his XR400R home 15 
minutes behind Lewis, putting Honda 
number four in the top-five finishers. 

“I have just two little crashes and

after that no problem,” said the French 
rally champion. “It’s a good rally 
because there is no congestion from 
other vehicles. In Paris-Dakar and 
Africa rallies, it is trucks and cars. (The 
terrain is) more technical without the 
trucks and I like it.” 

Nick Pearson grabbed sixth in the 
overall standings on a KTM LC4, and 
captured third in the 400cc Four-Stroke 
class. 

“After the first two days I worked 
out the bugs and had a lot of fun,” said 
the 17-year-old racer. “I had no big 
crashes and that’s always good. You’ve 
just got to be heads up and smart to do 
well in this race.” 

France’s Eric Bernard brought an 
Open Class KTM LC4 home in seventh 
overall and Ogilvie's experimental EXP- 
2 topped the Open Two-Stroke division 
in eighth. Tony Megla won the Over 30 
class in ninth, one place ahead of Over 
40 winner Postel, who described his first 
rally as “kind of fun once you get used 
to it.” 

"It was great until I got lost - which 
happened daily. Where you finished just 
amounted to how long you were lost,” 
said Postel. 

KTM racer Marc Lewis took 11th 
overall ahead of Mark Lundgreen, who 
finished the event without goggles after 
banging up his nose and elbow in a 
crash. 

“They think my nose might be bro- 
ken,” said Lundgreen, “but I'll tell you 
the biggest problem. They need to come 
out with new shorts that don’t cause 
monkey butt.” 

Each of the 41 finishers got some- 
thing different out of their week-long 
trek through middle-of-nowhere Neva- 
da. There was personal satisfaction for 
Jan Pritchard, a 41-year-old grandfather 
from Mississippi who paid $10,000 to 
rent a factory bike and support from 
Honda just to prove he could finish 
something he started. Lori Conway’s 
highlight was seeing a top speed of 84 
miles per hour and Norm Olley got the 
satisfaction of piloting the smallest bike 
in the field - a KDX200 - from start to 
finish and only changing one spark 
plug. 

The front-runners vowed to be back 
next year, but the tired racers further 
back in the pack needed a little more 
time to think. 

"I'm having a hard time thinking 
about next year right now," said Daryl 
Folks, whose rally opened with two per- 
fect days and then went steadily down- 
hill. “I’ve done three of these now and 








somehow managed to make it to the fin- 
ish every time, but I don't know if 
there's any more rally left in me person- 
ally. I'd encourage people to do it 
because it's neat with the Europeans 
and it's unique as far as events go, but 
the magnitude is very extreme. It costs a 
minimum of $5000 to do it and that's if 
you already have the bike, and when 
you're done, all you have is a pile of

cott Russell rolled the dice and 

came up a winner. Gambling his 

future that the various bosses at 
both Lucky Strike and Suzuki would see 
in him the same ability which he sees in 
himself, the 30-year-old Georgian 
walked away from a guaranteed three- 
year deal with the Muzzy Kawasaki 
team to prove, in a very short time, that 
he deserved one of the most coveted 
rides in all of motorcycle racing. His just 
rewards came last week when the team 
picked up his option to ride alongside 
Daryl Beattie for the 1996 season, keep- 
ing a dream alive he’s had since he 
began racing. 

"It's good. Next year I can get a good 
season of testing in and come into the 
season really ready to knock heads with 
these guys, heads up, be positive, be 
focused. It's a new challenge that I'm 
really looking forward to. I’ve always 
wanted it,” Russell said during a Satur- 
day afternoon conversation in the Lucky 
Strike hospitality tent at Brno, site of the 
Czech GP. Lucky Strike Suzuki team 
manager Garry Taylor said at Brno that 
he was retained because he was “fast. 
Others aren’t fast, they’re fastish.” Tay- 
lor believes Russell will be challenging 
for the 500cc World Championship in 
1996, agreeing with Russell that a winter 
of testing will be invaluable. 

And if Suzuki hadn’t signed him? 

“Even if they didn’t play 
this option out, I was think- 
ing about it a lot lately, but 
never worried about them 
re-signing,” he said. “I 
thought that we’d done a 
pretty good job and every- 
body gets along and I 
thought, you know, I think 
they'll hang in there and 
give me a good shot next 
year to see what I can really 
do. Because they knew, as 
well as I did, that to come 
into this thing in the middle 
of the year is a tough thing 
to do. And to really do what 
you can do you need time 
to get everything sorted out. 
I wasn't going to worry 
about it. If it didn't happen, 
I'd be riding a superbike 
making more money than 
anybody. 

“I had a guy here yester- 
day who was ready to pay 
me a million dollars to go 
back and ride a superbike," 
Russell said, referring to an 
offer from the Austrian Pro- 
motor team. "I'm happy to 
be here. It's where I always wanted to 
be. That's a lot of money to ride a super- 
bike. It takes a few sacrifices to get 
where you want to go and I’m here and 
I don't want to leave, I don't want to 
have to go back. The next place I go 
from here is home." 

Since moving up from World Super- 
bike to the 500cc World Championship - 
unquestionably the pinnacle of motorcy- 
cle road racing - the change that has 
come over Russell has been wondrous. 
His struggles aboard the Kawasaki 
superbike had made him moody and

sullen. The trademark wide-mouthed, 
quick smile had been replaced by a lin- 
gering, sulking frown. Around the pad- 
dock of the world championships, he is 
again outgoing and engaging, still 
somewhat in awe of the accoutrements 
of success which rightfully surround 


“him. 


But racing is serious business, espe- 
cially at this level, and Russell knows 
that his results haven't been what they 
should be. What should have been the 
highlight of the season, the British GP at 
Donington Park, became the lowlight 
within a span of a few laps. After setting 
the fastest time in the morning warmup, 
Russell was the victim of a lesser rider’s 
mistake - he rode into Russell’s path 
after doing a plug chop at the end of a 
long straight. Track marshals held up 
blankets around the fallen Georgian to 
hide him from view, and rumors, many 
dire, filtered back through the paddock. 
Fortunately, it wasn’t as grave as had 
been whispered, but it halted an ascent 
which had begun when he first tested 
the Lucky bike at Brno in May. 

From the minute he first threw a leg 
over the RGV500 he’s been a pleasant 
surprise for Suzuki. They knew that he 
was good, but they were surprised at 
how quickly he came to grips with the 
500. He, on the other hand, quickly real- 
ized it was more difficult than he had 
imagined. Everything happened much 
faster than on a superbike. There was no 


engine braking, the power was incredi- 
ble, the carbon brakes, along with the 
light weight, made stopping instanta- 
neous. And the Michelin tires were not 
nearly as predictable as the Dunlops 
he’d spent most of his career on. And 
even when he took a step back to assess 
the situation, he impressed the team. 
“He has a real honesty with himself, 
which is not always the case” Lucky 
Strike Suzuki team manager Garry Tay- 
lor said. “When he first got together he 
said all the things a rider says. He was a 
big enough man after the second race to 





admit it was harder than he thought. 
That he had to be fitter than when he 
was on the superbike. He saw there was 
no time to rest and think about what to 
do, where to go.” Already there’s talk 
within the racing community that Rus- 
sell could well eclipse Beattie next year 
and become the number-one rider on 
the team. Either way, it could easily be 
the strongest team in racing. 

His learning curve was obvious by 
the third race, the French GP, at Le 
Mans, where he was up near the top five 
and gaining before crashing. But he 












































picked the bike up, restarted, and card- 
ed a sixth-place, his best finish of the 
year. Wrestling the bike back upright 
with apparent ease was more impres- 
sive to the team than his finish. Then 
came the British GP. 

“Donington was looking good. I 
reckon first or second there. I really 
believe I could have done it. There just 
wasn’t no way they were going to get 
away, not there,” Russell said. Instead, 
he went home with a broken bone in his 
left wrist and was later diagnosed with 
a whiplash injury. “When I got home, I 
couldn’t hardly turn (my head) to move. 
I couldn't lie down, I couldn't do noth- 
ing. I mean pain going from my neck 
into my shoulder. I was a mess." 

He admitted that he left the cast on 
his wrist longer than he should have, 
heeding the doctor's instructions and 
hoping it would heal properly. “I just 
wanted it to heal up. And it has. But 
what happened is that I lost a lot of 
strength." 

Three weeks off were not enough for 
him to be in shape for the Brno circuit, a 
track that features hard downhill brak- 
ing and plenty of hard transitions. His 
left wrist was still in a cast, he didn't 
have the strength to muscle the motor- 
cycle, and he never got it to a pace 
where he could make the proper deci- 
sions about setup. 











"It made it difficult, on top of being 
hurt, to have a bike that's not really 
happy here," Russell said. Before the 
Brazilian GP comes another three-week 
break and Russell believes he'll be 100 
percent in Rio de Janeiro, the first of the 
final three GPs, all held on tracks the 
former world superbike champion's 
never seen. 

One track he has seen, and which 
he'd like to return to, is Daytona. With 
Suzuki bringing out a new GSXR750, 
the three-time champion would like to 
become the first rider to win four times 
on the high banks and give Suzuki their 
first victory in the race since Kevin 
Schwantz won in 1988. But he won't do 
it unless it's done right. 

"If I want to do something like that, 
I've got to make sure that Suzuki's real- 
ly, really, really in it to win it, because I 
don't want to go otherwise. If they're 
not going to do the testing it's going to 
take, and if the bike's not going to do it, 
I don't know. I just want to know that if 
I'm going to do it, it's going to be the 
right goods, it's got a chance to win, all 
the stuff that goes along with it. The last 
thing that I want is to go back there and 
get beat by Kawasaki." 

Much has been said and written 
about Russell's departure from the mid- 
dle of his three-year Muzzy Kawasaki 
deal. Rob Muzzy claimed that he broke 
his contract, Russell countered by say- 
ing that it was not he who was contract- 
ed to Muzzy, but Scott Russell Inc., an 
entity which was contracted to provide 
a rider. Russell nominated Brit Terry 
Rymer. Muzzy declined. The matter was 
completely resolved toward the end of 
July, though none of the parties will dis- 
cuss the particulars of the settlement. 
And the negotiations preyed less on 
Russell's mind, and affected his racing a 
lot less than many people thought it 
would. 

“I think, looking back on it, I feel 
bad about...I’m not happy about having 
to leave like that. What I feel worse 
about is the way he (Muzzy) handled 
himself in it. I knew that he wasn't 
going to be happy with it, but I 
thought, you know, he's not going to 
lose his head and start spouting off and 
saying some of the things that he said 
when they were straight up, untrue 
things. Some of the things about the 
contract, I breached the contract. That 
was untrue. And if everybody knew 
what the thing read, they'd know that, 
but they don't. He just wanted to create 
that element of people wondering: Did 
I do the right thing? Or did I do it legal- 
ly? Or whatever. 

“I felt bad about the way he handled 
it and hoped he would handle it in a dif- 
ferent way, and I haven't spoken to him 
since then and don't know when I will. 
And I don't think it's going to do much 
good to talk to him, unfortunately. We 
had a good partnership going there and 
we were at the end. (I had done) all I 
could with the team - which are great 
guys; they just didn't all work good 
together. And it wasn't a good atmos- 
phere to be in and I just didn't have the 
drive to continue doing it. Regardless of 
whether this thing had come along, I 
don't know what would have hap- 
pened.” 

There were some who thought that 
he might have been shut out of a ride 
for 1996 completely. 

"That's kind of what I thought, too,” 
he admitted. “I thought, you know, I 
can’t spend all my time worrying about 
that. I know what I can do. If they don’t 
give me the chance, we'll cross that 
bridge when I get there. But if they do, 
which I think they will, then everybody 
will be just fine." [e

RHENEN, HOLLAND, AUG. 20 
rampas Parker turned the 
500cc MX Grand Prix world on 
its head to win the 11th round 
of the series on the sort of 


, sandy track which has so often proved 


his downfall - but the American still 
goes to the German finale trailing Joel 
Smets by 19 points, as the Belgian rode 
with his head to score just one less than 
his title rival on the day. 

“My aim was to get it down to 10 
points today," admitted Parker. "I guess 
I've got to hope Joel DNFs the first moto 
in Germany, and then we can have a 


' straight fight for the title like Puzar and 


Chiodi last week." 

Prior to racing action, few could have 
dreamed that the Louisianian and his 
360 KTM could hold out genuine hopes 
of scoring more than Smets and the 
mighty Husaberg on the sandy power 
track with the biggest hills in Holland, 
even though he was in a determined 
mood from the word “go”. 

Parker needed a good start and he 
got one. "The start is hard-packed and 
not too long so it suited my 360. I need- 
ed that," he said, adding tongue-in- 
cheek after twice being involved in colli- 
sions at Namur, "Though it was also 


important that no one was too close 


behind me!" 

No one was, and Parker edged clear 
of Carlo Hulsen as they headed the pack 
up the hill. 

Just one rider was left sitting on the 


ground. Gert Jan Van Doorn, the domi- 
nator of an Ascension Day race at the 
track, dusted himself off and set off in 
pursuit. The hopelessness of a chase 
through the pack at Rhenen was proved 
as even he got no further than 13th in 
the 45-minute moto. 

Even before the end of the lap, Parker 
had seen the lead snatched away from 
him by Johan Boonen and the Husky, 
the pairing leading every lap without 
ever pushing too hard. 

For 15 minutes, Parker hung onto 
second before Smets, already third on 
lap one, made his move: "I wasn't tak- 
ing any risks after starting right up 
there. Boonen wasn't pulling away so 
there was no need to panic. Once I was 
second I continued at a steady pace, but 
Johan never made any mistakes. I have 
to look at the championship. I wasn't 
going to take risks to win the moto." 

With a lap to go, Smets let his compa- 
triot go and toured in for a safe 17 
points and a 22-point lead in the stand- 
ings. 

Parker was third to the finish, staying 
right with the leading four-strokes until 
the threat from behind collapsed as 
Hulsen, without a full GP season behind 
him, was unable to maintain the pace 
for more than 30 minutes. 

The Dutchman stayed fourth to the 
finish, however, as the other really fast 
men had taken far to long in moving up 
the leaderboard on the ultra-fast track. 

Jacky Martens was one of the many 
who were slow out of the gate, and he 
got closed down going into the first 


turn. From 16th on lap one, he was 
quickly up to 11th but then found 
progress slower through the Caprani- 
Burnham-Berk-Van Leeuwen-Johans- 
son-Geukens freight train. 

New Zealander Darryll King didn't 
get his just rewards for a fine ride: "I 
crashed on the first lap and again a few 
laps later when I was catching up." 

Ninth entering the last lap, he still 
had his sights on seventh, but it was not 
to be: "The motor finally cut out on the 
final downhill. Those two crashes cost 
me just too much fuel." The Kiwi 
pushed across the line for 11th. 

The superb track preparation had 
reduced the danger of clogged air filters 
in the opener, but the sun had dried out 
the track sufficiently for race two, even 
though there was never a real dust 
problem. 

"There's going to be an awful lot of 
riders not finishing," said ex-champ 
Martens as mechanic Graham Kent pre-

pared the factory Husky with special 
nylon panels around the airbox to 
reduce sand induction. 

^We even prepared the filters for this 
race two weeks ago so that they were 
saturated but no longer damp on the 
outside," admitted the English mechan- 
ic. 

Smets' bike looked susceptible. The 
Husaberg has only a small air filter and 
air flow is directed by the radiator cowl- 
ing under the tank. It had sucked in 
sand at the Irish GP on similar terrain, 
and again five days earlier in a non- 
championship race in Belgium. Was this 
Parker's chance ? 

The American was out to do every- 
thing in his power to get back into con- 
tention, taking the holeshot once again 
and moving to a good lead over Boonen 
on the first lap. The first-moto winner 
didn't look like he would be catching 
him as the gap between them actually 
increased even before Boonen crashed 
without losing second on lap six. 

But the end was near for Boonen: "I 
took a rock on my forearm muscle in the 
second race at Namur and I just couldn't 
hold on anymore. I need an operation 
after Reutlingen." 

By the time Boonen went out, Husky 
teammate Martens had carved his way 
through from a first-lap ninth to hold 
second. Martens was 17 seconds down 
on Parker, but the track was getting 
rougher by the lap after support races, 
just the conditions in which the veteran 
normally excels. 

But Martens misjudged the toll of a 
rougher track and the heat, expended 
too much effort in those early laps, and 
by the finish he was a distant fourth. 

Smets had ridden a subdued race. He 
knew the danger and was not only sav- 
ing energy, but also avoiding hitting the 
berms hard and not getting too close to 
others who were riding wildly. © 

At 31 minutes he was second, 15 sec- 
onds behind Parker, and the gap closed 
little until the last two laps. 

The Husaberg was still running 
crisply, but the KTM was struggling. 
Parker had been hitting every berm and 
the air filter was almost completely 
clogged up. 

With a lap to go the gap was five sec- 
onds, and entering the final turns Smets 
was on Parker's rear wheel. This wasn't 
just for the moto win, it was also for the 
overall on the day and a championship 
lead of 25 or 19. 

Wringing every last horse out of the 
KTM, Parker won with inches to spare.cnx

World Championship 250cc Motocross Series 
Round 14: Japanese Grand Prix 


Everts on fire 


SUZUKA, JAPAN, AUG. 20 
S tefan Everts moved to within 12 





points of giving Kawasaki their 

first-ever World MX Champi- 
onship with his fifth 250cc Grand Prix 
win of the campaign at the penultimate 
round run in sizzling heat at Suzuka in 
Japan - but the hero of the day was 
returnee Yves Demaria. 

The Frenchman, whose only racing 
since he broke a leg in Italy at the end of 
April had been a painful 15 minutes in 
Venezuela, stormed through from 15th 
on lap one to win the opener by 16 sec- 
onds, and was again in front halfway 
through race two before being eliminat- 
ed with a broken rear wheel. 

Everts had passed title-rival Marnicq 
Bervoets for third on the eighth of 21 
laps in the first race and gratefully 
accepted a further two-point advantage 
in the closing stages as midrace leader 
Tallon Vohland relinquished second to 
his Kawasaki teammate. 

Bervoets’ hopes of revenge in race 
two were ended when he made a bad 
start and was down in 16th place on lap 
one. He recovered to fourth as just nine 
of the GP regulars made it to the finish, 
but Everts, initially third to the Yamahas 
of Demaria and Andrea Bartolini, 
passed the Italian three laps after 
Demaria broke the wheel to register 
maximum points. 

Everts can now clinch the title with a 
fourth-place finish in the first moto of 
the series finale at Chateau-du-Loir in 
France on September 3 - even if Bervoets 
wins. 

The unselfish Vohland had another 
good ride in race two to follow Bervoets 
home after also chasing through the 
pack, and the 11-point score regained 
him third in the standings by one point 
over Kurt Nicoll. 

The Brit had a disappointing day, fin- 
ishing sixth in the opener after a ninth- 
place start, and dropping out of third 
halfway through race two. €N

nyone else would have been 
elated to finish the famous 
Ute Cup Trial with a mere 


two points, but Raymond Peters actually 
seemed to be a bit disappointed with 
himself. 

“I figured that I could clean the whole 
event,” said Peters, who emerged the 
winner of the grueling two-day event in 
his first try. “I was really upset when I 
took my first point, but I guess the sec- 
ond one couldn’t be helped.” 

Though Peters was initially a bit 
somber after the event, his mood began 
to take a turn for the better as he began to 
fully realize what he had accomplished. 
The Tryals Shop-sponsored rider cleaned 
both of Saturday’s loops, and took only a 
single point in each of Sunday’s loops. 
Considering that this was his first 
attempt at the event, many were sur- 
prised to see Peters take the win, as Ute 
Cup experience is a definite advantage. 

“I had a great time," said Peters, who 
used the event to tune up for the follow- 


ing weekend's National, held in nearby 
Canon City. "I've always wanted to ride 
the Ute Cup, and this year it worked out 
with the National scheduling. Gary Jack- 
son just finished working on my motor, 
and I figured this would be a good 
chance to try it out and get used to the 
high altitude, also." 

Now in it's 26th year, the Ute Cup has 
gained a reputation as one of the United 
States' premier trials events. Though not 
a round of the AMA/NATC National 
Championship Observed Trails Series, 
the event traditionally draws one of the 
largest turnouts of the year. And this 
year was no different, as 120 riders start- 
ed the event, making it the largest Ute 
Cup in recent history. 

The Rocky Mountain Trials Associa- 
tion-promoted event is open to all riders 
of Intermediate class skills and above. 
Unlike most events, however, the Ute 
Cup features only one line - Intermedi- 
ate, Advanced, Expert and Champi- 
onship class riders alike ride the same 
course. Sections are of intermediate- and 
advanced-level difficulty, and the loop 
that connects the sections is usually one

of the most challenging aspects of the 
event. Held in high altitudes that range 
from 10,000 to 14,800, the Ute Cup chal- 
lenges both the riders and their 
machines. 

This year's loops were relatively short 
in comparison to those run in the past - 
on Saturday riders took two laps around 
a 20-section, 13-mile loop, and on Sunday 
twice attacked a 19-section, eight-mile 
loop. Unusually pleasant weather greet- 
ed riders on both days, and only a few 
stray drops of rain fell throughout the 
weekend. Rain on Friday night made the 














going slippery on Saturday morning, but 
it was otherwise a relatively dry event. 

Though Peters scored the win with a 
remarkable two points, he was by no 
means a runaway winner. Gas Gas USA 
rider Jess Kempkes was only a single dab 
behind with a final score of three. The 
San Diego National winner rode with his 
usual flash and flair, but in the end set 
his foot down one too many times. 
Kempkes dabbed only once on Saturday, 
but saw his chances of the overall win 
fade away with a two-dab run on Sun- 
day. Kempkes was disappointed with his 
runner-up finish, but in the end could 
not deny the fact that he enjoyed himself. 

“I told myself before this weekend 
that if I didn't win this year I was never 
going to ride the Ute Cup again," said 
Kempkes. "But man, I guess I'll be back 
trying again next year." 

Though Kempkes failed to nab the 
overall win, he was happy to be a mem- 
ber of the winning Sponsored Team 
squad. As well as competing for individ- 
ual glory, Ute Cup participants are 
encouraged to sign up with others to 
form teams. A wide variety of classes are 
available, including Sponsored, Visiting 
and Senior teams. Kempkes teamed up 
with fellow Gas Gas USA riders Matt 
Moore and Jason Carpenter to earn the 
top award in their class. 

Rounding out the top-three overall 
finishers was Allen Guyot. The 38-year- 
old Kansan was elated to break into the 
top three for the first time, and his excite- 
ment was duly justified - this was his 
16th Ute Cup. The Gas Gas of Kansas 
rider dropped only 12 points over the 
weekend, besting all but Peters and 
Kempkes. Guyot's top-three finish just 
about sums up the spirit of the event - 
because of the moderate difficulty single 
line, a lesser rider has just as good a 
chance at a top finish as the nation's best. 
At regional and local event's, Guyot com- 
petes in the Expert class, one below the 
most difficult division. Guyot was 
rewarded for his excellent ride with the 
Top Over-35-Year-Old Award. 

"I haven't missed a Ute Cup in 16 
years," said Guyot. "The sections, the 
scenery and the people are great. It's one 
of my favorite events of the year. The sec- 
tions are so different from what I ride at 
home, that's one of the main reasons I 
come." 

Fourth overall went to Canadian rider 
Ryon Bell. The Wulf Sport-sponsored 
rider dropped 12 points on Saturday, but 
rebounded with a superb one-point ride 
on Sunday. Bell was awarded the Top 
Sunday Performance Award. Bell's 13- 
point tally was tied by Missouri's Bruce 
Carver, but Bell won the tie breaker on 
ones. Carver's consolation came when he 
and Mid America Trials teammates Dale 
Malasek and Jason Carpenter were 
awarded the Top Visiting Team award. 

Matt Moore, Bryan Byrd and Shan 
Moore of the Oklahoma Trials Associa- 
tion chased the Mid America Trials team 
home in the Visiting Team class. Matt 
Moore was the highest finishing individ- 
ual on the team, coming home in sixth 
overall. Moore dropped 13 points - five 
on Saturday and nine on Sunday. 

Kevin Busch blazed around the loops 
on both days as if he were competing in a 
hare scrambles. Busch dropped a total of 
20 points and came home 11th overall, 
but his real reward was the Fastest Fin- 
isher Award. On the other end of the 
spectrum, the father-and-son duo of Jere- 
my and Jerry Cox were "honored" with 
the Slowest Finisher Award. Father Jerry 
piloted a four-stroke Honda Reflex and 
admitted that "I'm only doing this to 
keep my boy company." 

Ute Cup veteran Kerri Brokaw was the 


highest-placing female competitor, and- 





































was thus given the Top Lady Award. 
Brokaw attacked the sections aboard an 
unfamiliar Beta Synt and dropped 189 
points en route to 93rd overall. A two- 
time Ute Cup medalist, Brokaw was com-

The Taylor White/F&S Harley- 
Davidson-backed Morehead became the 
third different winner in the condensed 
four-race series. 

"Get out front and stay there, that's 
all it was," Morehead said. "Track posi- 
tioning was everything on the start. It 
was a test of patience, we were going so 
slow through the corners. You would 
want to go but you couldn't. It was ‘No, 
no, no, settle down.'" 

Finishing a solid second was former 
600cc National Champion Chris Carr on 
his factory Harley-Davidson XR600. 

^I would have liked to make the fans 
hold their breath a little bit, but I just 
couldn't get close to him," said Carr. 

Third place fell to the Moroney's H- 
D/Spectro KTM of Georgie Price, 
despite the charge of Rich King on the 
Dave Harris/Motion Pro/Shoei/SIDI/ 
Wessly Eng/Zanotti Armour Rotax. 

“I just wasn't moving off the groove, 
I knew he was there," said Price. "If he 
was going to pass, he was going around 
me, definitely not under me on the 
groove." said Price.

The intense heat and humidity that 
has plagued most of the 1995 dirt track 
schedule was again present at the Fast 
Track Racing Inc.-promoted limestone 
half mile.

Morehead quickly pulled out a lead 
while Carr had his hands full trying to 
hold off Orr. À 

Then the red flag came out on lap 
four as Hacker hit the dirt in turn three. 

“I was trying to go under Kenny 
(Coolbeth) and Joe (Kopp) in turn three, 
the front end just turned under and put 
me in the hay bales," said Hacker. "On 
the restart the bike started running real 
rough and I didn't want to blow it up, 
so I pulled off." 

On the restart, Georgie Price made 
the biggest gain, charging from fifth to 
third off the start. 

"There's a berm on the very top of 
the turn, and actually I shifted into third 
on that berm and it just shot me. It just 
shot me by guys," Price said. "I never let 
off the first corner, just all the way 
around them to the locks. It was pretty 
awesome." 

The top three positions were set, 
even though Price would get late-race 
pressure from King. 

“My tire went away completely the 
last five laps," said Price. "Going into 
the corners it was just skating. I had to 
go into the corners real low and get on it 
a little bit at a time." 

Kopp was the center of a lot of action 
back in the pack. 

“I got a really good start, from the 
third row I couldn't believe it," said 
Kopp. "Then I had a real bad bobble 
down in three and King got by about 
the halfway mark. That slowed me 
down. It was working perfect till then. 
After that I started riding like crap, just 
putting through the corners." 

Kopp's next challenge came from 
Coolbeth as the two tangled on lap 13. 

"That was scary," said Coolbeth. 
“We weren't going to give up, either 
one of us. He (Kopp) got a little side- 
ways, and our handlebars got tangled, 
my throttle got pulled open, then he 
came off and I went, ‘Whoa!’ I couldn't 
do anything out there, it was so slick 
you just had to find all the black.,"

12 
ith nine of the 13-race Classic 
Wes: Dirt Track Series in the 
books, AHRMA’s version of the 
Rolling Thunder show came to Honda 
Hills with a full head of steam.

For the first seven of eight laps, the 
Modern 250cc final looked like a runaway 
win for Georgia rider Darrell Bryant. The 
only problem was that someone forgot to 
tell that to John Plumb. The New York 
native, who started almost dead last, 
seemed to suddenly appear out of 
nowhere, and he pulled even with Bryant 
between turns three and four on the last 
lap. But it was to no avail as Bryant twist- 
ed the grip a little harder on his Yamaha 
to edge Plumb by less than a foot. e

The 1995 running of the AMA Youth/Amateur 
National Hillclimb Championships will long be 
remembered as “The Triumph of the Temple- 
tons,” where the brother-and-sister team of Mike 
and Cathy Templeton took home two national 
titles.

The decision to restart the entire 500cc class 
turned out to be bad luck for Mike Wood, who 
had clocked a super-fast time before the rain but 
couldn’t do better than sixth place after the 
restart. Bob Templeton and Greg Thompson had 
remarkable rides for second and third place, but 
most amazing was the ride of Gary Slater, who 
took his CR500 on a wild ride up the slick hill, 
pulling two wheelies and still posting an unbe- 
lievable time of 4.720 seconds. 

In 400cc action, Tony Freidhoff blasted over 
the hill in only 4.550 seconds to clock the week- 
end's fast time, the fastest run of the 550 rides that 
were made up the hill during the two day event.

Lucre lands Speedway

The tapes made a third trip around Venegas 
before the fourth attempt to start got off all right. | 

Lucero and Venegas put on a replay of their 
exciting championship battle of the previous 
week as they again ran side by side. Lucero 
hugged the inside and Venegas blasted around 
on the outside, until Venegas slapped the wall 
and pulled off into the infield leaving Lucero to 
take the race over Aden. 

The Handicap main definitely lacked the 
excitement of the Scratch main, as David Taylor 
led Jason Chism, Andy Northrup, Aden, Lucero 
and Venegas all the way with the field finishing 
the same way they had started. 

The big attraction in the Support class was 
the return to speedway of the legendary "Rock- 
et" Rex Staten. Old-timers might remember that 
Staten took an abbreviated shot at speedway 15 
years ago but motocross commitments kept him 
from pursuing it. Now 40, and with no other 
racing commitments to stop him, the Rocket has 
decided to try again. 

Staten won his heat race to transfer to the 
main event and took the early lead in the main, 
but he was soon passed by Brandon Mitchell. 
Mark Hesse looked like he would be the next to 
dispatch Staten, but Hesse lost control and bob- 
bled and Mitchell and Staten were able to pull 
out a lead on the field, crossing the line 1-2 over 
Bobby Campbell, Jeremy O'Neal, Tony O'Neal 
and Hesse.

TURN FOUR

here do you draw the line 

between a personal and pro- 

fessional relationship? In 

what circumstances does 
business take precedence over friend- 
ship, and vice versa? 

Now that the motocross silly season 
is in full swing, this question is popping 
into the minds of riders, team managers 
and sponsors day in and day out. In the 
past, riders generally signed the contract 
that either paid the most, offered the 
best chances of victory, or furthered 
their careers. 

But things are different now. 

With the current trend of team uni- 
forms and clothing sponsors sweeping 
through the pits, riders often find them- 
selves stuck between a rock and a hard 
place. What good is a multi-year, high- 
dollar clothing, boot or helmet contract, 
if it can prevent you from joining a given 
team? And on the other side of the coin, 
what good is a long-term commitment 
from a rider to a sponsor, if the riders 
can at any time renege on the deal? 

Remember the Rubik's cube? Sure, it 
was easy to get one side of the cube to 
match, but geting all six sides to dove- 
tail was quite a task. Factory teams, rid- 
ers and clothing sponsors have made 
this year's off-season session of musical 
chairs quite a fiasco. No longer is it a 
matter of which team wants each rider. 
Now the team must ask itself, are there 
any strings attached? 

One of the best examples of late is 
the situation that two-time Western 
Regional Supercross Champion Damon 
Huffman found himself in. It's no 
secret that Huffman recently signed a 
three-year contract to ride for Team 
Kawasaki, but the negotiations that 
took place before he placed his John 
Hancock on the dotted line are quite 
interesting. 

Before the start of the '95 season, 
Huffman, a member of the factory 
Suzuki squad, signed a lucrative two- 
year contract with Axo Sport America. 
With the recent retirement of Jeff Stan- 
ton, Huffman took over Stanton's posi- 
tion as the company's number-one 
rider, and according to Axo president 
Jim Hale, "It was for $80,000 per year - 
more than Axo had ever paid a 125 
rider before." 

A few months ago, Huffman began 
to negotiate with the Honda factory 





about a ride for the '96 season. Though 
he was still a factory Suzuki rider, Huff- 
man was able to find time to take a few 
test laps aboard Steve Lamson's factory 
CR250. Candidly, Huffman admitted 
that it was one of the best bikes he'd 
ever ridden, and he desired to be a Red 
Rider in '96. Honda offered him a two- 
year contract that reportedly started at 
$175,000 for the first year. 

Shortly after Huffman signed on 
with Axo (in late '94), Team Honda 
signed a multi-year contract with Fox 
Racing. All team members for the next 
three years would be required to wear 
Fox Racing jerseys, pants, gloves and 
chest protectors. If Huffman were to 
ride for Team Honda in '96, he would 





have to be released 
fom his Axo con- 
tract. 

“I really thought 
that Jim would let 
me out," said Huff- 
man. "It was a good 
opportunity for me, 
and Jim and I had 
become friends, so I 
didn't think there 
would be a prob- 
lem." 

No such luck. 
Hale stuck to his 
guns, and despite 
numerous requests 
from Huffman and 
his father Dave, 
Hale refused to sim- 
ply let his number- 
one rider walk out 
the door. 

^What Damon 
didn't realize was 
that we had put a lot 
of effort into making 
him popular," said 
Hale. "Motocross is 
an individual sport, 
and in spite of the 
team clothing spon- 
sors - I think that the 
consumer identifies 
with the individual. 
Kids don't buy Fox 
gear because of 
Team Honda, they 
buy it because of 
Jeremy McGrath." 

Here lies the con- 

troversy. One could argue that as Huff- 
man's friend, Hale should have let the 
youngster out of the contract. Signing 
with Honda is indeed, the opportunity 
of a lifetime, and the Axo contract was 
without a doubt an obstruction. 

On the other side of the coin, howev- 
er, letting Huffman go would have set a 
precedent. Had Hale agreed, how could 
anyone - rider or sponsor - take future 
contracts seriously? A contract is just 
that. A commitment. An agreement. 
Period. 

Eventually, Hale and the Huffmans 
finally came to an agreement. Hale 
would allow Huffman to sign with 
Team Honda and wear Fox clothing, but 
he would have to commit to wearing an

and boots for 

three years - free of 

charge. The compromise was approved 
by Honda, but surprisingly, Huffman 
didn't take that route. 

“It was the oddest thing,” said Hale. 
“Once I agreed and opened the door, it 
was like they didn’t want it anymore. 
The ‘Red Fever’ broke.” 

“The whole time that we were trying 
to work things out with Axo and 
Honda, Kawasaki was making me 
offers," said Huffman. "I rode Mike 
LaRocco's bike on Mike Keidrowski's 
supercross track and liked it a lot, even 
though it was set up way too stiff for 
me. Anyway, after I sat down and did 
all the math, I would have had to win 
championships for Honda to make the 
same amount that I would have made 
with Kawasaki and Axo to start." 

Kawasaki will reportedly pay Huff- 
man $240,000 the first year, $255,00 the 
second and $285,000 the third. In addi- 
tion, Huffman's contract included sever- 
al Kawasaki "toys" - a pair of Jet Skis, a 
dual sport bike, an ATV and a Mule util- 
ity vehicle. 

"I'd have to say that I’m happy with 
the way things worked out," said Huff- 
man. “I'll still be wearing Axo clothes, 
and I know that I can do well on 
Kawasakis - I did as an amateur. Jim 
and I have put it all behind us, and 
everything's just fine." 

Hale agrees. "There are times where 
you have to put on your business face 
and leave personal interests at home," 
said Hale. "I in no way wanted to hold 
Damon back, but I had to look out for 
Axo's best interests as well." 

While the Huffman/ Axo/Honda/ 
Fox/Kawasaki situation has worked 
itself out, there are still a number of rid- 
ers who remain on the auctioning block. 
Who can ride for whom? Who can wear 
what? That all depends. How many 
strings are attached, and just how thick 
might they be? 

Without a doubt, team-clothing con- 
tracts add an air of professionalism to 
the sport, but as Hale said - motocross 
is not a true team sport, and the individ- 
ual prevails. Is the team clothing con- 
tract good or bad? A blessing or a 
curse? A stepping stone or a road 
block?
